Committee had Lansing Police Department Captain Daryl Green and 
54A District Court Administrator Ms. Brewer at the meeting where they 
explained their practices and what changes they were making. The 
Committee did ask ICE to also present, however they never 
responded. It was confirmed that 54A District Court has adopted 
procedures since this came to everyone's attention 


: Snow Sergeants project was begun by former 
Councilmember Boles, and since there were outstanding issues it was 
turned over to the Ad Hoc Committee on Diversity. There were three 
organizations that stepped up to offer volunteer assistance and fill the 
fiduciary role. These were Tri- County on Aging, Capital Area Center 
for Independent Living, (now Disability Network Capital Area) and 
Peckham. The City Council continues to receive calls for assistance, 
and Councilmember Wood recently met with a MSU student on options 
where they could assist and recreate the program. The Committee 
discussed further options for assistance, the fact that volunteers are 
hard to get and maintain on a regular basis. The Committee 
encouraged Tri- County on Aging and Peckham that if those funds 
donated to the City and distributed to them in the past were not used 
because the program did not succeed this year, it should be returned 
to the people who donated at the end of this winter season. Mr. Bale 
and Councilmember Washington offered their assistance to 
Councilmember Wood if anyone contacts her for shoveling assistance 
this winter.

Ms. Lemmer provided a 
phone number for Dax Carpenter with Disability Network-Capital Area 
to volunteer or sign-up as a client (517-999-2760). Mr. Carpenter had 
also indicated they had purchased two snow blowers to help with the 
process. Other areas to explore for volunteers include Michigan 
WORKS, Peckham, Courts, School Honor Groups, and Neighborhood 
Organizations. 


Bob Perialas with Board of Water & Light presented to the 
Commitee on their biling program such as Pennies for Power, due to 
language barriers it was suggested to provide future informational 
handouts in different languages. At the time of this presentation there 
were no non-English speaking employees to contact for billing inquires, 
so they were going to research addressing that. The presentation also 
focused on website issues, rentals, and senior rates. Councilmember 
Washington offered to ask Mr. Peffiey for an update on the diversity in 
the calling center, an update on 3rd party billing and any update on 
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Pennies for Power. 


: A report was given on the incident that occurred at CATA 
Station and how so many were unfamiliar with the Human Right 
Ordinance or how file a complaint. This resulted in the Committee 
addressing and amending the City's Human Rights Ordinance. The 
Committee also created a brochure on the topic. The Human 
Resources & Community Services Department was asked to provide 
training, and the Committee also asked all City Departments to provide 
training for new hires and review training for all employee on a regular 
bases regarding the Human Rights Ordinance and complaint process. 


: Lansing Police Department Chief Yankowski presented to 
the Committee his promotion process and hiring process. At this 
meeting there was a focus with the Chief on outreach areas, training, 
working with the LGBT community, and bi-lingual languages 
Councilmember Wood stated that as of the date of December 2, 2016 
she believed there were still eight (8) open positions, and at the Ad 
Hoc meeting the Chief attended there were over 20. Some officers that 
have been hired are bi-lingual 

Ms. Locke recalled the Chief stating they would provide 
accommodations during testing if they were requested, and at this 
meeting she now asked if the LPD could change their procedure to ask 
and not wait for someone to tell them they need accommodations. 


Mr. Lopez informed everyone of a Committee called ALPACT 
(Advocate of Leaders of Police and Community Trust) that works to 
promote Michigan Rights by bringing together local police and 
community leaders on how to act and react. Mr. Lopez stated he would 
forward this information to Council staff to distribute 


: Social Justice training was conducted at Peckham site and 
included a visit of their facilities. Mr. Bloss presented information on the 
equitable allocation of resources in society and the absence of unfair, 
unjust advantage or privilege based on race, class, gender, or other 
forms of difference. Interaction between the groups was an asset. 


TRIAD - Tri-County TRIAD is a partnership among law 
enforcement agencies, fire personnel, senior citizens (60+) and 
community members which promotes elder quality of life through 
advocacy, assistance, education and training. Lt. Traci Ruzi presented 
information on empowering senior citizens so they can continue to be 
independent residents or receiving the needed help so they can remain 
in their homes. Each year during “No Senior Without Christmas” 
(NSWC) project they package 300 boxes for needy, homebound senior 
citizens who reside in Ingham, Eaton, and Clinton Counties. The boxes 
are filled with necessities of daily living and specially made gifts. Once 
boxes are filled, law enforcement and fire personnel from the Tri- 
Counties load up their vehicles and deliver the boxes to senior citizens’ 
doors. In order to ensure that NSWC boxes are filled, they rely on the 
hands of over 150 volunteers and the generous product donations of 
‘our community. 


“ CATA - Sandy Rios with Capital Area Transportation 
Authority presented to the Committee information on the Spec-Tran 
opportunities, fixed routes, and routing systems and how they are 
determined. There was also a discussion on bus shelters. Ms. Harris 
confirmed that CATA has a quarterly meeting and someone from St. 
Vincent's does attend. 


fe Lansing Fire Department - Chief Talifarro outlined the hiring 
processes, emergency EMT issues, and making sure they were 
addressing communicating with those with English as a second 
language. The Committee asked for an update from Lansing Fie 
Department on whether any of the trainings had been incorporated, if 
any organizations have been invited to trainings, and if any groups 
informed the Lansing Fire Department that they are willing to 
participate, Mr. Lopez added that this presentation also spoke on the 
time frame with their hiring, and asked for questions to be posed to 
Lansing Fire Department if that was corrected. Councilmember Wood 
stated her opinion she thought all positions have been filled, but could 
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ask if those time frame issues have been corrected. Mr. Lopez asked 
for the question to be asked then if LFD is preparing to fill retirement 
positions. Councilmember Spitzley pointed out that there was also a 
challenge in finding diverse fire fighters. The Lansing Fire Department 
informed the Committee during the presentation that they were doing 
training on the job, and also making contact with the high schools. Ms 
Lemmer informed the Committee that currently there is a group at 
MSU working with Lansing Police Department and Lansing Fire 
Department to respond to elder abuse calls, in conjunction with TRIAD 


: The Ad Hoc Committee on Diversity determines the 
importance of reestablishing Cesar E. Chavez Memorial Observance 
at City Hall as an annual event by Lansing City Council. The event was 
held April 8, 2016 and will be held this year on March 31, 2017 at 
noon. The Committee believes this event gives us the opportunity to 
help instill the values and culture of Cesar E. Chavez in our 
community 


. 911 Center Director Lance Langdon made a presentation to 
the Committee. The Committee felt there were concems that were not 
addressed, and they did not have all the information the Committee 
was looking for. The Director did inform them of a good deal of turn 
over because of the stress of the job, and how they are always 
performing in-house training. The Committee had asked to be brought 
into the 911 Center for those trainings so they could communicate with 
the call takers their concerns, but there has been no contact with 
anyone in the Committee to participate. Ms. Harris added she felt what 
was discussed about Smart 911 was very helpful, and that practice has 
been incorporated with her organization and they advocate for this 
program with all their clients. 

A concern for the Committee was the lack of recruiting of Spanish 
speaking dispatchers. The Committee offered to help with recruitment 
and retention of potential new bilingual hires, but 911 Center Director 
never followed up on offer. 


: St. Vincent's Refugee Services - Judi Harris presented on 
the population of refugees being incorporated into the area. Currently 
there are discussions at the State level and testimony on halting 
Tefugee settlement in Michigan. There was only one speaker allowed 
and that person, Ms. Harris stated, did not speak to the vetting or 
consultation of immigrants. Ms. Harris informed the Committee on 
December 9, 2016 that in the last Fiscal Year there were 776 refugees 
settled, 425 of those were children 


‘ HIV Treatment and Presentation, presentation by Todd 
Heywood. Council Members suggested a second presentation on the 
topic to the Committee of the Whole. It was also noted that even after 
the presentation there needs to be community education, and 
continued work to eliminate the stereo-types of people living with HIV 
The Committee learned that people taking the medication are close to 
99% cleared from transmitting the virus. Lastly, the Committee agreed 
the presentation should be taped and replayed on CityTV in a 30 
minute clip for community education. 


: Islamic Center of East Lansing- Iman Chaudry presented 
information and addressed myths about the Muslim community. He 
addresses issues such as "How does Islam fit today? What is Jihad 
and what does Islam say about it? and Who is the Prophet 
Muhammad?” Iman Chaudry also shared information on a “101 Class” 
that is open to members of the community who want to leam more 
about the Islamic Faith. This is available Sunday of every month at 
2:30pm. Mr. Bale recently attended a session and will share 
information on the class via email to the Committee. This is another 
presentation the Committee felt needed to taped and replayed on 
CityTV in a 30 minute clip for community education 


3 Mr. Al Salas and members of the Hispanic Community 
discussed issues with regards to equality between some organizations 
when it comes to their events. The Internal Auditor had provided 
information as to cost incurred by various groups. Also during the 
presentation the importance of making sure City government 
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represents diversity throughout the structure from employees to 
management. Many in the Latino community feel that the City is not 
hiring or promoting within the Latino community. He also explained that 
the Cesar Chavez Committee is working on fundraising for their annual 
event to beautify the parking lot known as Cesar Chavez Plaza in Old 
Town. Councilmember Washington provided examples of group 
sponsorship forms that were recommended that Mr. Salas put together 
a package to obtain sponsorships in the future 


: Resolution Center Executive Director Greta Trice provided 
resources and information on dealing with community problems 
through mediation. Restorative Practices are based on principles of 
restorative justice which seek to repair the harm caused by conflict, 
violence or violations of law. The Center currently has two restorative 
justice programs; the school based program was founded in 2004 with 
a pilot project at Pattengill Middle School in Lansing. It has since 
expanded to serve multiple school districts. Resolution Services Center 
works with the Michigan Special Education Mediation Program 
(MSEMP) to bring mediation, facilitation, and training services to our 
school districts. We work to help children with disabilities promptly 
receive the services they need within their schools, specifically to 
benefit their development and success. 


Code Compliance Lead Inspector Scott Sanford and Bruce 
Odom, Assistant Chief Lansing Fire Department presentation focused 
‘on rental dwellings, working with the seniors in the community and 
addressing residents who speak and read English as a second 
language. Recently with the discussion on land contracts at City 
Council's Ad Hoc on Rental Property, there was an overview provided 
on a policy on land contracts. The Committee looked for encouraging 
changes to assist with opportunities for people with disabilities. Mr. 
Sanford highlighted statistics from the Department which included 
grass notices at 9,994, disabled vehicles at 1,365 and failure to 
register as a rental at 1,089. Alll registered rental properties should 
have cettificates on the property. If there are concems with people 
residing at red tagged properties, the police should be called. The 
Committee did voice a frustration with the City Works complaint 
tracking program 


: Housing Grants & LEAD Grant Funding was presented by 
Barb Kimmel with the Planning & Neighborhood Development 
Department of the City. This assistance can be used with rentals and 
‘owner occupied homes. The homes must be built before 1978; there 
must be a child under the age of 6 living on site, or a pregnant person 
on site. The City has $8,000 available in grants for lead reduction, and 
they can use $10,000 from a CDBG Loan and other rehabilitations to 
remediate lead. This was on HUD grants, lead testing procedures and 
equipment. The Committee encouraged making this presentation a 30 
minute program on the City cable channel. 


Council Member Wood proposed having CITY TV representatives at a 
future meeting to discuss the options for programming 


+ MSU Extension Program Annette Sokolnicki, MSU Extension 
Educator, District 8 Health and Nutrition Institute Michigan State 
University Extension with Imalda Galdamez made a presentation on 
the number of diverse populations they work with. MSU Extension 
efforts on diversity and inclusion include multicultural workshops and 
resources. There are ten bilingual staff members and they also work 
with the Arabic families in the area, along with Native American 
families to provide them with resources and assistance. They focus on 
the underserved members of the community. There did appear to be 
some disconnect between MSU Extension and other organizations 
they work with and the different processes required for participation 
and how to better coordinate with that. 


* The Committee sponsored the Resolution “Stand Strong Respect 
Michigan Reaffirming the Pledge.” The Committee was contacted 
and asked to recommit their support for inclusive communities 
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and to stand against hate and discrimination by affirming that 
Lansing should be a Welcoming City 


+ Heather Boyer LLMSW Legal Advocate- S.AF.E. Place, Battle 
Creek. The Committee learned what is offered through local 
domestic and sexual violence programs but also that more 
connections need to be made with the schools to support children 
and families who have witnessed or experienced violence. There 
needs to be more awareness of services the families can get and 
a shift from just discussing warning signs to more discussion of 
prevention and promoting healthy relationships. Suggestions were 
made to Mr. Lopez, who sits on the Lansing School District Board, 
that the schools should look into peer support groups, and have 
counselors that deal with non-academic issues, if that isn't 
already offered. This discussion allowed for a number of the 
participants to relate to personal issues in their own lives and how 
they have survived and grown as part of that 


* — Guillermo Lopez shared a 2009 proposed resolution declaring the 
City of Lansing a “Sanctuary City.” The City Attomey’s office was 
asked to review it for legal ramifications and Council Staff 
reviewed it for confirmation of other cities in the United States that 
had already declared, removed themselves, or were considering 
Sanctuary City status. The resolution was discharged to the 
Committee of the Whole due to the fact that this Ad Hoc 
Committee was no longer an official committee 


Members of the Committee appreciated the increased understanding 
of various life experiences that came from their participation over the 
last two years. Each member talked about how information provided as 
part of the Ad Hoc Committee on Diversity was shared with the 
organization they represent. This Committee is responsible for 
changing legislation for a more effective Human Rights Ordinance and 
complaint process resolutions supported various activities such 
Lansing as a Welcoming City, suggestions for training for City and 
other employees were discussed, and critical information was shared 
with various groups forging a new understanding and respect. The 
Committee is so dedicated to the continuous education, collaboration, 
and challenges that are still before us they have decided to continue 
meeting on monthly bases to address and shed light on issues that 
affect the quality of life in our community.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. That Section 1460.04 be added to Chapter 1460 of 
the Lansing Codified Ordinances ("Code") to read as follows: 


1460.04 HOME OCCUPATION REGISTRATION AND INSPECTION 


(a) THE CITY OF LANSING FINDS THAT THE OPERATION OF 
A HOME OCCUPATION, AS DEFINED IN THE CODE, WHICH 
UTILIZES ELECTRICITY THAT EXCEEDS 3500 KWH PER MONTH , 
OR WHERE THE HOME OCCUPATION EMITS GASES, FUMES, 
SMOKE, OR ODORS OUTSIDE OF THE BUILDING OR 
STRUCTURE AND ACROSS THE BUILDING OR STRUCTURE'S 
PROPERTY LINE, PRESENTS A DANGER OF FIRE OR 
EXPLOSION OR OTHERWISE CREATES A PUBLIC NUISANCE, AS 
DEFINED IN CHAPTER 655 OF THE CODE, TO SURROUNDING 
RESIDENTIAL PROPERTIES; FURTHER, THAT SUCH UTILIZATION 
OR EMISSION PRESENTS A CLEAR AND PRESENT DANGER TO 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH, SAFETY, AND WELFARE OF THE 
RESIDENTS OF THE CITY OF LANSING, AND IT IS IN THE PUBLIC 
INTEREST THAT SUCH HOME OCCUPATION BE INSPECTED FOR 
SAFETY REASONS AT LEAST ANNUALLY. 

(b) EVERY PERSON OPERATING, OR AS A LESSOR OF AN 
OWNER ALLOWING AN OPERATION OF, A HOME OCCUPATION, 
AS DEFINED IN SECTION 1240.03 OF THE CODE, IN A 
RESIDENTIALLY-ZONED DISTRICT SHALL ANNUALLY REGISTER 
THE BUILDING OR STRUCTURE WITHIN WHICH SUCH HOME 
OCCUPATION IS SITUATED WITH THE CITY OF LANSING OFFICE 
OF CODE COMPLIANCE IF: 

1. THE HOME OCCUPATION UTILIZES ELECTRICITY THAT 
EXCEEDS 3,500 KWH PER MONTH; OR 

2. THE HOME OCCUPATION EXHAUSTS OR EMITS GASES, 
FUMES, SMOKE OR ODOR INTO THE SURROUNDING AREAS 
OUTSIDE OF THE BUILDING OR STRUCTURE AND ACROSS THE 
BUILDING OR STRUCTURE'S PROPERTY LINE. 

(c) ANY DWELLING OR ACCESSORY BUILDING USED AS 
PART OF A HOME OCCUPATION REGISTERED PURSUANT TO 
THIS SECTION SHALL BE INSPECTED ANNUALLY BY THE OFFICE 
OF CODE COMPLIANCE FOR CODE AND SAFETY COMPLIANCE 
AND FOR ADEQUATE VENTING OF GASES, FUMES, SMOKE OR 
ODOR SO AS NOT TO CAUSE A PUBLIC NUISANCE IN THE 
SURROUNDING AREAS. 

(d) IT IS THE INTENT OF THIS SECTION THAT THE 
REGISTRATION REQUIRED HEREIN BE FOR SAFETY REASONS. 
RELATED TO BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES AND NOT RELATED 
TO THE OWNER OR OCCUPANT OF SUCH BUILDING OR 
STRUCTURE; THUS, EXCEPT FOR A NAME AND NECESSARY 
CONTACT INFORMATION, PERSONAL INFORMATION RELATED 
TO ANY PERSON REGISTERING THE BUILDING OR STRUCTURE 
SHALL NOT BE REQUIRED OR COLLECTED. FURTHER, TO THE 
EXTENT ALLOWABLE UNDER THE MICHIGAN FREEDOM OF 
INFORMATION ACT AND PROTECTED UNDER MICHIGAN AND 
FEDERAL LAWS, INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO, MCL

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REGULATIONS PROMULGATED THEREUNDER, PERSONAL 
INFORMATION RELATED TO AN OWNER OR OCCUPANT OF A

DISCLOSED. 

(e) FAILURE TO REGISTER A HOME OCCUPATION BUILDING 
OR STRUCTURE AS REQUIRED BY THIS SECTION SHALL 
CONSTITUTE A MUNICIPAL CIVIL INFRACTION PURSUANT TO 
CHAPTER 203 OF THE CODE AND THE PENALTIES SET FORTH 
IN SECTION 202.99 OF THE CODE SHALL APPLY TO EACH SUCH 
CIVIL INFRACTION OR AS SUCH PENALTIES MAY BE AMENDED 
FROM TIME TO TIME BY AN ORDINANCE ENACTED BY THE 
LANSING CITY COUNCIL. 

(f) THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE SHALL EXPIRE 
FIVE YEARS AFTER THE DATE OF ITS ENACTMENT.

ORDINANCE NO. 1207 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTION 1460.49 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED 
ORDINANCES BY ADDING THE REQUIREMENT THAT 
DELINQUENT REAL PROPERTY TAXES BE PAID PRIOR TO 
ISSUANCE OF A CERTIFICATE OF COMPLIANCE FOR RENTAL 
PROPERTIES. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Section 1460.49(a) of Chapter 1460 of the 
Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 1460. BUILDING AND HOUSING CODE. 
1460.49(a). Certificates of compliance. 


(a) General. Rental dwellings or units required by this Code to be 
registered shall not be occupied unless a Certificate of Compliance has 
been issued by the Office of Code Compliance. The Certificate of 
Compliance shall be issued only after an inspection of the premises 
has been conducted by the Office of Code Compliance: 
APPROPRIATE FEES HAVE BEEN PAID; AND THERE ARE NO 
DELINQUENT REAL PROPERTY TAXES OWED UPON THE 
PREMISES. A violation of this Code shall not prevent the issuance of a 
certificate, but the Office of Code Compliance shall not issue a 
certification when the existing conditions constitute a hazard to the 
health or safety of those who may occupy the premises. Two copies of 
the certificate shall be issued within 30 days after written application 
has been made, an inspection has been conducted, verification there 
are no delinquent real property taxes owed and a determination has 
been made that the property meets the requirements of this Code. One 
copy of the certificate shall be prominently displayed in the front 
entrance area of the rental dwelling in dwellings containing one or 
more rental units when any rental unit in the dwelling is vacant. If both 
rental units are rented then the certificate need only be kept on the 
premises and made available at the request of tenants or government 
officials. Any rental property with three or more rental units must 
prominently display the certificate in the front entrance area of the 
rental dwelling 


(b) Occupancy if Violation is Found. Upon a finding that there is a 
violation of this Code, but that the existing violation does not constitute 
any unsafe condition, occupancy may continue at the discretion of the 
Manager of Code Compliance. Allowing continued occupancy shall not 
nullify or otherwise effect the enforcement of any violations of this 
Code 


(c) No Certificate or Expiration of Certificate. Prior to the issuance of 
initial certificate or the expiration of a Certificate of Compliance, the 
Office of Code Compliance shall notify by regular first class mail, the 
registered owner and the registered agent, to arrange for a certification 
inspection. The registered owner shall be responsible for arranging an 
initial certification inspection within the time specified to register the 
rental dwelling in Section 1460.44(c). (Time allowed to register). The 
registered owner shall also be responsible for arranging for all 
certification inspections required thereafter prior to the expiration date 
on the certificate. If the registered owner fails to schedule a certification 
inspection before the expiration of the existing Certificate of 
Compliance, the fees for the certification inspection will be doubled 
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(d) Lack of Valid Certificate or Unregistered Rental Dwelling. If the 
‘owner or agent has not registered the rental dwelling or paid the 
appropriate fees or arranged an initial certification inspection, the 
Office of Code Compliance shall issue a notice of lack of valid 
Cettificate of Compliance to the owner and the occupants of each unit 
Ifthe registered owner or registered agent has not paid the appropriate 
inspection fees, or arranged a certification inspection, after a valid 
Certificate of Compliance has expired, the Office of Code Compliance 
shall issue a notice of lack of valid Certificate of Compliance to the 
registered owner and registered agent and the occupant of each unit. 
The notice shall state: 


(1) That the dwelling does not have a valid Certificate of 
Compliance 


(2) That it is unlawful for any vacant unit to be reoccupied or 
rented. 


(3) That current tenants may be entitled to escrow rent moneys as 
provided for under state law. 


(4) That a placard containing this information may be posted on 
the dwelling and may not be removed until a new Certificate of 
Compliance is issued. 


(5) That the registered owner, registered agent or occupant may 
arrange for a certification inspection 


(6) That if the certification inspection has not been scheduled and 
if the registration and inspection fees have not been paid, the 
Manager of Code Compliance may order the structure vacated 
within 30 days. 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance be 
declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council

BY THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 


WHEREAS, Lansing fosters a culture and environment that makes it a 
vibrant, global city where our immigrant and refugee residents can fully 
participate in and be integrated into the social, civic and economic 
fabric of Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, the issue of immigration is essentially one of basic human 
rights, exemplified by the growing number of communities passing 
resolutions seeking to protect immigrants’ rights; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing has a long history of commitment to 
preserving civil rights and liberties, regardless of immigrant or refugee 
status; and 
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WHEREAS, nearly one in fourteen (7.95%) Lansing residents is 
foreign born with fifty-one different native languages spoken by the 
student population of the Lansing School District; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing benefits tremendously from the large number of 
diverse immigrants and refugees who contribute to the development of 
a culturally and economically diverse and enriched community; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing is committed to recognizing the dignity 
of all its residents, including the rights of all Lansing residents to live in 
a City that does not subject them to prejudicial treatment or 
discrimination; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing is committed to continue building a welcoming, 
safe and hate-free environment in communities, where all immigrants 
and refugees are welcomed, accepted, and integrated, and to 
encourage business leaders, civic groups, community institutions, and 
residents to join in community wide effort to adopt policies and 
practices that promote integration, inclusion and equity; and 


WHEREAS, in 2004, the Lansing City Council adopted a resolution 
expressing concerns about the USA Patriot Act being used to deny or 
abuse individuals’ civil rights and liberties based on ethnicity, religion, 
or immigrant status; and 


WHEREAS, in 2006, the Lansing City Council adopted a Human 
Rights Ordinance (HRO) that protects members of our community from 
discrimination based on a number of irrelevant factors, including race, 
religion, ancestry, and national origin, and later amended the HRO to 
expand protections and strengthen the complaint process; and 


WHEREAS, in 2015, the City of Lansing became one of twelve 
counties, cities, and townships across Michigan designated 
“welcoming communities” for refugees and immigrants; and 


WHEREAS, the Council rebukes any effort by the United States 
government unconstitutionally discriminate against persons based on 
their country of origin, immigration status, or religion or to 
mischaracterize foreign-born persons as public safety threats; and 


WHEREAS, a common thread among all these communities, 
regardless of the label we adopt, is our desire to create a safe, 
welcoming environment for immigrants and refugees by adopting 
policies that build trust and encourage unguarded interactions with 
local officials; and 


WHEREAS, an_ increasingly hostile anti-immigrant and racist 
atmosphere is being promoted by a vocal minority that represents 
neither American values nor the majority of our citizenry; and 


WHEREAS, on January 25, 2017, President Trump signed an 
executive order targeting undocumented immigrants and threatening to 
withhold federal funding from any unit of government the Secretary of 
Homeland Security designates as a “sanctuary” jurisdiction; and 


WHEREAS, Mayor Bernero released a statement declaring he 
“stand[s] with the thousands of immigrants and refugees who have 
resettled in Lansing”; and 


WHEREAS, Governor Snyder said he is “going to continue to promote 
Michigan as a welcoming place for immigrants", and 


WHEREAS, the Director of the US Conference of Mayors and the 
President of the Major Cities [Police] Chiefs Association released a 
joint statement reinforcing the idea that ‘immigrants residing in our 
cities must be able to trust the police and all of city government”; and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor and Lansing City Council agree that welcoming 
policies build trust and make communities safer by encouraging 
cooperation among immigrants and city departments and alleviating 
the fear of deportation that often prevents undocumented immigrants 
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from reporting crime (as victims) and coming forward with information 
to assist investigators (as witnesses); and 


WHEREAS, the Mayor and the Lansing City Council stand united in 
our commitment to the just treatment and equal protection of all 
residents, regardless of their country of origin or immigration status 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City of Lansing 
recommits its policy to be a Welcoming City by reaffirming the City of 
Lansing as a Welcoming City that promotes policies and programs to

RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, every April, the Office of Victims of Crime (OVC) helps 
lead communities throughout the country in their annual observances 
of National Crime Victims’ Rights Week (NCVRW) by promoting 
victims’ rights and remembering crime victims and those who advocate 
on their behalf, This year's NCVRW will be held April 2nd-8th. This 
year’s theme -Strength. Resilience. Justice. Reflects a vision for the 
future in which all victims are strengthened by the response they 
receive, organizations are resilient in response to challenges, and 
communities are able to seek collective justice and healing. 


WHEREAS, Americans are the victims of more than 20 million crimes 
each year, affecting individuals, families, and communities; and 


WHEREAS, the importance to provide victims with knowledge of their 
rights and available services further strengthens their ability to recover 
by restoring a sense of self-empowerment; and 


WHEREAS, victims who feel understood and supported are more likely 
to disclose their victimization, seek services and participate in the 
justice process. A multidisciplinary response, involving collaboration 
among victim service professionals, criminal justice officials, legal 
professional, medical and mental health providers, and community 
leaders is essential to reach and serve all victims—especially those 
who are marginalized, have disabilities, or live in remote locations; and 


WHEREAS, strengthening the multidisciplinary response—bring 
diverse skills, perspectives, and understandings together in the service 
of victims—also serves to build the resilience of those responders, by 
strengthening the confidence in their roles, abilities, and sense of 
contribution; and 


WHEREAS, National Crime Victims’ Rights Week honors and 
celebrates the achievements of the past thirty years in securing rights, 
protections, and services for victims. The bipartisan Victims of Crime 
Act (VOCA), passed by Congress in 1984, created a national fund to 
ease victims’ suffering; and 


WHEREAS, the Victims of Crime Act has supported efforts for victims 
of once-hidden crimes such as domestic and sexual violence. 
Outreach is increasingly focused on previously underserved victim 
populations, including victims of color, religious and ethnic minorities, 
LGBTQ victims, and immigrant populations to name a few.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 1026, SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS, SECTION 
1026.06, ASSESSMENT PROCEDURE, TO ELIMINATE THE 
REQUIREMENT THAT NOTICE BE PUBLISHED IN A DAILY 
NEWSPAPER OF THE CITY. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. That Section 1026.06 of Chapter 1026 of the 
Lansing Codified Ordinances ("Code") be amended to read as follows: 


1026.06. - Assessment procedure. 

The assessment procedure for public improvements assessed 

according to this chapter shall be as follows: 

(a) Estimating and Apportioning Cost; Petition for Grading 
Street. Whenever Council determines that the whole or 
any part of the expense of public improvements shall be 
defrayed by an assessment on the lands to be benefited 
thereby, and to the owners of or the parties in interest 
thereof, it shall declare the same by an entry in its minutes. 
After ascertaining, as it may think proper, the estimated or 
final expense of such improvement, Council shall declare 
by any entry in its minutes whether the whole, or what 
portion thereof, shall be assessed to such owners or 
parties in interest, specifying the sum to be assessed and 
the portion of the City which it deems to be benefited by 
such improvements. 

The cost and expenses of making estimates, plans and 
assessments incidental thereto shall be included in the 
estimated expense of such improvement 

(b) Assessing Costs; Assessment Roll. Pursuant to the order 
of Council, the City Assessor shall make an assessment 
roll for the lands within the portion of the City so 
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(c) 


designated showing the amount of expense, in case of 
construction of sewers and drains, of the opening of 
streets or alleys, or of any other improvement, except as 
hereinafter provided in this subsection, in proportion as 
nearly as possible to the benefits which each person is 
deemed to acquire by the making of such improvement, 
and in case of grading, graveling, paving and all other 
street improvements, according to foot frontage. The 
Assessor shall make out an assessment roll which shall 
include the names of the owners or parties in interest of 
such lands, as shown from the Assessor's records, the 
description of the property assessed, and the amount 
assessed to each person respectively.

provide evidence acceptable to the City Assessor 
that he or she is entitled to be the taxpayer of 
record. The Assessor shall immediately enter on the 
local tax assessment records any changes in the 
names and addresses of owners or parties in 
interest filed with him or her and shall at all times 
keep such tax assessment records current, complete 
and available for public inspection. 

(4) On the day appointed for the hearing and on such 
other days as the hearing may be adjourned to, 
Council shall receive all written protests and hear 
the allegations and proofs of all persons who appear 
and protest the assessment. Council may rectify and 
amend such assessment roll in whole or in part, or 
may set such roll aside and direct a new 
assessment, either by the same person or by such 
other person as Council appoints for that purpose. In 
such case, the same proceedings as are herein 
provided for the first order of assessment shall be 
conducted for the new assessment, or Council may 
ratify and confirm such assessment roll without any 
corrections or with such corrections therein as it may 
deem proper. 

Correction of Deficient or Excessive Assessment. If the 
estimated expense of the improvement was used to 
establish the special assessment and the special 
assessment proves insufficient to pay for the improvement 
‘or work for which it was levied, and for the expenses 
incident thereto, Council may, within the limitations 
prescribed for such assessments, make an additional pro 
rata assessment to supply the deficiency. If a larger 
amount is collected than is necessary, the excess shall be 
refunded ratably to those by whom it was paid 
Liens on Property for Assessments. When any special 
assessment for public, local or other improvements, or for 
any other purpose authorized by ordinance, has been 
made, as provided in this chapter, and the tax roll for such 
assessment is delivered to the City Treasurer for 
collection, the assessment shall be a lien upon the 
premises upon which it was assessed from and after the 
date of the warrant for the collection thereof. The 
Treasurer may levy on and collect such tax from any 
personal property in the possession of the person charged 
with such tax, or in any other manner permitted by law. 
If the assessment is not paid, the Treasurer shall, within 
five days after the time prescribed by the warrant for the 
collection thereof has expired, make a repott to the City 
Clerk of the sum and interest, as the case may be, due 
and so remaining unpaid, which has not been collected, 
together with a description of the premises assessed for 
such unpaid taxes. The Clerk, within five days thereafter, 
shall, in like manner, notify the City Assessor of the 
amount of such taxes, and the description of the premises 
assessed and charged with such tax, which shall assess 
such unpaid taxes on such premises, in the tax roll of the 
proper ward next thereafter to be made. 
Real property exempt from taxation by law shall 
nevertheless, with or without valuation, be subject to 
taxation for special improvements, the same as other 
property. Such tax or taxes shall then be levied, collected 
and returned, and the premises may be sold or forfeited for 
nonpayment of the ordinary City taxes. 

Interest-Bearing Notes for Steet Paving Taxes. Council 

may direct and authorize the Mayor and the City Clerk to 

issue and negotiate for and on behalf of the City, not 
exceeding five percent per annum, interest-bearing notes, 
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with interest at market rates and as shall be permitted by 
law, free of taxation, for the aggregate amount of any 
paving taxes, the time for the payment of which has been 
extended beyond the year of the date of the original 
warrant for their collection. Such notes shall be made 
payable at the office of the City Treasurer and fall due at 
such times as Council shall determine such taxes can be 
collected, and the proceeds of such notes shall be 
deposited with the Treasurer, and disbursed thereby on 
the order of Council, in payment of the cost and expenses 
of any pavement on account of which such notes have 
been issued, and for no other purpose whatsoever. The 
proceeds of such extended taxes, when collected, shall be 
used for the payment of such notes and for no other 
purpose whatsoever. 

Invalid Assessments; Reassessments. Whenever any 
special assessment to defray the expense of any 
improvement is invalid, in the opinion of Council, Council 
may vacate and set the same aside. When any such 
special assessment is so vacated, or is held invalid by the 
judgment or decree of any court of competent jurisdiction, 
Council may, from time to time until a valid assessment is 
made, cause a new assessment to be made for the 
purpose for which the original assessment was made and 
in the manner provided for making the original 
assessment 

Whenever the tax or any part thereof assessed upon any 
lot or parcel of real estate by the original assessment set 
aside or held invalid as aforesaid has been paid, and is not 
refunded, the City Treasurer shall apply such payment 
upon the rease2ssment on the lot or parcel of real estate 
and make a notation thereof upon the new assessment 
roll. Such reassessment shall, to the extent of such 
payment, be deemed paid and satisfied, after which no 
part of the amount paid on the original assessment shall 
be refunded, unless the amount paid as aforesaid exceeds 
the amount of the reassessment, in which case the excess 
shall be refunded, and the person or his or her legal 
representative who paid such amount shall be entitled to 
the amount to be refunded 

All the provisions of this chapter making special 
assessments a lien upon the lots and parcels of real estate 
enforced therein, and also those relating to the collection 
of special assessments, shall apply to such 
reassessments 

This section shall apply to assessments made before, as 
well as afer, the effective date of this section 

New Warrants of Collection. Whenever any special 
assessment has not been collected within the life of the 
Mayor's warrant affixed to the assessment roll, and is not 
vacated or held invalid, the Mayor may affix a new warrant 
to such assessment roll, extending the time for the 
collection of the assessment so long as Council directs. 
The Mayor may continue to affix new warrants to any 
assessment roll, from time to time, under the direction of 
Council, until the assessment is collected or returned 
Whenever any special assessment roll is hereafter ratified 
and confirmed, the time of payment of such special 
assessment is not extended over a term of years, and 
such special assessment is not collected within the life of 
the Mayor's first warrant affixed to such special 
assessment roll and is not vacated or held invalid, there 
shall be added to, paid and collected with such tax or 
assessment on each particular parcel or description of 
land, or any undivided share thereof, a penalty of four 
percent at the time of the expiration of the Mayor's first 
warrant affixed to such roll, together with interest at one- 
half percent per month, computed from the date of 
confirmation thereof, until paid or required by law to be 
returned as delinquent to the County Treasurer 
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(i) Assessment of Nonresidents’ or Unoccupied Lands. The 
lands of nonresidents and unoccupied lands of the City 
may be assessed their just proportion of the expenses of 
all improvements in the City, in the same manner and in 
the same amounts as assessments for improvements of 
other lands 

() Assessment of State Land. The Board of State Auditors 
shall allow the City moneys in proportion to the 
assessment upon adjoining property for any improvements 
made under this chapter upon any street upon which any 
block or parts of a block of land belonging to the State 
abut. The Auditor General, on the presentation to him or 
her of any such account duly allowed, shall draw his or her 
warrant on the State Treasurer therefor. 

(k) Application of Section. The provisions of this section are 
applicable to all public improvements permitted by law, 
including, but not limited to, streets, sidewalks, drains, 
sewers, malls and promenades 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules, inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed in their entirety and shall be void and of no effect. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this Ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part declared 
to be invalid. 


Section 4. This Ordinance shall take effect on the 30” day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by the City Council

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTION 810.22 OF THE LANSING CODIFIED

FRANCHISE AGREEMENT. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


810.22 Video service franchise 

The City authorizes a video service franchise with Comcast 
of Michigan, LLC with those video service provider fees previously 
established by the City pursuant to the process set forth by Public Act 
480 of 2006 (the Uniform Video Services Local Franchise Act), which 
requires video service providers to obtain a franchise from the City by 
means of a uniform video service local franchise agreement (uniform 
franchise) as follows 
(a) Pursuant to its authority under the Uniform Video Services Local 
Franchise Act and consistent with its uniform franchise with Arialink 
Telecom LLC, the City has previously established that an annual fee of 
two percent of gross revenues from video service providers is 
Necessary as support for the cost of public, education, and government 
(PEG) access facilities and services, as determined by the City's 
community needs assessment 
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(b) Pursuant to its authority under the Uniform Video Services Local 
Franchise Act and consistent with its uniform franchise with Arialink 
Telecom LLC, the City has previously established a fee of five percent 
of gross revenues from video service providers as the annual video 
service provider fee, sometimes called a franchise fee 

(c) Pursuant to its authority under the Uniform Video Services Local 
Franchise Act, the City hereby approves the uniform video service 
local franchise agreement submitted by Comeast of Michigan, LLC with 
a five percent fee in Section VI.A.|I and a two percent PEG support fee 
in Section VIILA.3 

(d) The approval of Comcast of Michigan, LLC's uniform video service 
local franchise agreement and the signature of the Mayor on it shall not 
be construed or understood to be a waiver by the City of its police 
powers; rights it may possess under, or authority it may possess 
under, the Uniform Video Services Local Franchise Act, Michigan Law, 
the Michigan Constitution, or federal law; or its right to challenge or 
modify a uniform franchise if the act in whole or in part is overturned by 
the courts

(1) That additional time is necessary for the applicant to alter or 
modify its operation to comply with this chapter, or that the 
activity, operation or noise source will be of temporary 
duration and cannot be done in a manner that would comply 
with the other requirements of this chapter; 

(2). That no reasonable alternative is available to the applicant; 
and 

(3) That the noise created will not unreasonably damage or 
endanger the health, safety or welfare of the public 

(b) Residents living within 209 500 feet of the real property boundary 
line of the noise emitter applying for such a permit must be given 
Notice of the application tity TWELVE days in advance of the 
hearing thereon. Such notice shall be delivered by mail to all such 
residents. Unintentional failure to notify any such resident 2s 
required in this subsection shall not invalidate a permit issued 
pursuant to this section 

(c) Any permit granted pursuant to this section may be subject to and 
prescribe any conditions, limitations or requirements which 
Council deems necessary to minimize adverse effects upon the 
community, persons within the community or the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

(d) Any permit granted pursuant to this section shall contain all 
conditions upon which the permit has been granted and shall 
specify a reasonable time that the permit shall be effective, not to 
exceed two years 

(e) Any permit granted pursuant to this section shall be revoked if the 
conditions to which it is subject are violated, or when issued 
pursuant to subsection (a) hereof, if the conditions set forth in 
such subsection are no longer satisfied or fulfilled 

(f) If it is decided to revoke any permit granted pursuant to this 
section, written notice of revocation shall be served upon the 
permittee or his or her agent or officer personally or by cettified 
mail, return receipt requested. If the activities being conducted or 
the noise created pursuant to such a permit endangers the public 
health or safety, such revocation will be effective immediately; 
otherwise the revocation will be effective ten days after service of 
the notice of revocation 

(g) If a permittee wishes to appeal the revocation of a permit issued 
pursuant to this section, an appeal may be initiated by filing a 
written notice of appeal at the office of the City Clerk. Tlie natice 
must state specifically the reasons and facts upon which the 
permittee bases the appeal. The notice of appeal must be filed 
within ten days of the service of the notice of revocation of the 
permit or of the denial of the permit. If such a notice of appeal has 
been filed in a timely fashion, and if the revocation of the permit 
was not given immediate effect based on danger to public health 
and safety, the revocation of the permit will be suspended until 
such time as the permittee's appeal is decided or until such time 
as Council finds that the activities engaged in or the noise 
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produced pursuant to the permit endangers the health or safety of 
the public. 

(h) If an appeal of the revocation or denial of a permit granted 
pursuant to this section is made, the appellant shall be granted a 
hearing before Council or such persons as Council, by resolution, 
may designate. If the permit involved has been revoked and such 
revocation has not been suspended, the hearing shall be 
conducted and a decision on the appeal rendered as soon as 
reasonably possible. At any hearing conducted pursuant to this 
section, the appellant shall be permitted to be represented by 
counsel of choice, to present such pertinent testimony and other 
proof as he or she desires and to confront any witness or 
evidence submitted in the support of the revocation. The decision 
on the appeal shall be rendered in writing and a copy of the 
decision shall be supplied to the appellant. In the appeal, the 
appellant shall have the burden of proof as to all matters. 

(i) Fees shall be established by resolution of Council for the permits, 
appeals or variances granted pursuant to this section. Such fees 
shall reflect the costs of granting and investigating the permit or 
variance request, or, in the case of an appeal, the cost of 
conducting the hearing of the appeal, and shall be approved by 
Council 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules, inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed in their entirety and shall be void and of no effect. 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this Ordinance be 
declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part declared 
to be invalid. 


Section 4. This Ordinance shall take effect on the 30” day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by the City Council

FY 2018 Adopted Budget Policies 


In accordance with the State Uniform Budget and Accounting Act 
(Public Act 2 of 1968), the City of Lansing's annual appropriations, as 
set forth in the annual budget resolution, shall be made in accordance 
with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles (GAAP) and shall apply 
to all funds except internal service funds, debt service funds, 
permanent funds, and trust and agency funds. 


The City’s fiscal year is July 1 through June 30. In accordance with the 
City Charter, on or before the fourth Monday in March, the Mayor 
submits to the City Council a proposed operating budget for the fiscal 
year commencing the following July 1. No later than the third Monday 
in May, the Council adopts the budget and sets the property tax rates 
for the ensuing fiscal year. 


Appropriations are set forth in the annual budget resolution. Authority 
to transfer between appropriations is dictated by City Charter; 
however, additional administrative budget transfer authority is granted 
for the following instances. The Administration is requested to submit

The Administration is 
requested to provide Council on July 1, 2017 and every month, 
thereafter, a list of vacant positions by department. The Administration 
is also requested to provide, on a quarterly basis, a detailed list by 
Department of all positions by title, FTE, wagers and fringes, and 
impact on programs and/or services which are included within this 
allowance. The personnel wages and fringes associated with all 
positions identified above as of July 1, 2017 and any such position 
vacated, thereafter, shall be place in a budget control account, and will 
require City Council approval for expenditure 


In addition, administrative authority is granted for the transfer of wage 
and fringe benefit reserves to departmental budgets upon settlement of 
a collective bargaining agreement 


Carryforwards 


Authority is granted to reappropriate available capital project balances 
as of June 30, 2017 into the FY 2018 budget. All non-capital balances 
require City Council approval to carryforward, except for encumbered 
(purchase order) obligations less than $5,000 and not more than 8 
months old. 


* Human Services and Community Supported Agencies Funding 
The plan for funding Agencies submitted to Council designate 


particular Agencies. If any agency does not apply for or use their 
funding, all funds will remain in their respective account(s) for 
additional appropriation and approval by Council for Human 
Services and Community Supported Agencies use pursuant to the 
Charter transfer authority. The Administration/Human Relations 
Community Services Department is requested to submit to 
Council a quarterly report on the status of the Human Services 
and Community Supported Agencies’ funding. This report should 
include the accounting level detail appropriation; amount spent, 
balance, and a notation as to whether the balance of funds is 
expected to be spent by the end of the Fiscal Year; if not, why? 


General Fund Reserve Policy 
The City's General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund fund 


balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to 
the Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 
218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
Fund fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 
12% of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General 
Fund expenditures. If events necessitate that the combined balances 
drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations 
of a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached. 
In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of 
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General Fund revenues, the excess amount will be used to 
supplement retiree healthcare prefunding 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service 
obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, 
where applicable, as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as 
required by outstanding bond obligations 


Investment Policy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City’s investment 


policy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City’s governmental funds through 
pooling of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of 
interest rates and fee structures. Investments of the Employee 
Retirement System, the Police and Fire Retirement System, and the 
VEBA. are governed those respective boards and dictated by their 
respective investment policies 


Strategic Planning and Budget Development 
in working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning 
into the budget process, this next year, Administration is encouraged to 
work towards developing a multi-year budgeting process. This process 
should align the City’s master plan, strategic goals, and performance 
metrics to short-term and long-term budget priority-setting by Council 
in accordance with Financial Health Team recommendations. 


Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against 


the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or 
a Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision “the 
Employee") for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services 
of an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does 
not provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made 
by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City 
may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the act or acts of the Employee covered under 
this provision is awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil 
action, the City will indemnify the Employee or will pay, settle, or 
compromise the judgment. The City’s obligations under this provision, 
however, is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating in 
the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority” under this provision does not include any act or 
acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ji) dishonesty, (ii) willful, intentional, or 
deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal 
act, of (Vv) traffic violation; nor does this provision abrogate or diminish 
governmental immunity 


Grants 
The Administration shall present to Council every application for any 
grant and, upon notification of the award of a grant, shall submit the 
grant to Council for acceptance. Administrative authority is given to 
create the necessary accounts and transfers in accordance with the 
requirements of the grantor. Any grant that can be applied for 
administratively should be submitted for Council review within 10 days 
of the application 


Transparency and Accountability in Government 
Council will review, and when necessary, pass policies, procedures 


and ordinances to achieve improved transparency and accountability 
with respect to economic incentives, outsourcing of service and 
contracting within City government.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Title 6 of the Planning and Zoning Code, 
Part 12 of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
and are hereby amended as follows: 


CHAPTER 1240. - GENERAL PROVISIONS AND DEFINITIONS 
1240.03. - Definitions 

As used in this Zoning Code, unless otherwise provided 

Abutting. "Abutting” means having a lot line which, at not less 
than one point, touches another property line 

Accessory structure. "Accessory structure" means a structure 
which is used exclusively for an accessory use 

Accessory use. "Accessory use" means a use which meets all of 
the following criteria 

A. tis clearly incidental to the principal use 

B. {tis customarily found in connection with the principal use. 
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C. It is subordinate to the principal use 

D. tis located on the same lot as the principal use, except as 

otherwise permitted in this Zoning Code 

Adjacent. "Adjacent" means the status of being contiguous to or 
abutting. In the case of two lots, "adjacent" means both of the 
following: 

A. The first lot is directly across a public right-of-way from the 
second lot 

B. Such public right-of-way is less than 100 feet in width 

Alley. "Alley" means any dedicated public right-of-way affording a 
secondary means of access to abutting property and not intended for 
general traffic circulation 

Ambulatory health care facility. See "Clinic." 

Animal hospital. "Animal hospital” means a structure or lot where 
animals are given medical or surgical care or treatment. 

Applicant. "Applicant" means a person having a legal, equitable 
of leasehold interest in a lot, or a representative of such person, who is 
making a request pursuant to this Zoning Code. 

Architectural features. “Architectural features" means cornices, 
eaves, gutters, belt courses, sills, lintels, bay windows, chimneys and 
decorative ornaments 

Arterial, minor. "Minor arterial" means a minor arterial as defined 
in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended 

Arterial, principal. "Principal arterial" means a principal arterial as 
defined in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended 

Auditorium. "Auditorium" means a structure intended to present 
any entertainment, including, but not limited to, a play, musical 
entertainment or lecture 

Auditorium, school. "School auditorium" means an enclosure 
within a school intended to present any entertainment, including, but 
not limited to, a play, theater, musical entertainment or lecture 

Automobile service station. See "Motor vehicle service station." 

Basement or cellar. "Basement" or "cellar" means that portion of 
a structure between floor and ceiling which is partly below and partly 
above grade. A basement is so located that the vertical distance from 
grade to the floor below is less than the vertical distance from grade to 
ceiling. A cellar is that portion of a structure between floor and ceiling 
which is wholly or partly below grade and so located that the vertical 
distance from grade to the floor below is equal to or greater than the 
vertical distance from grade to ceiling 

Bedroom. "Bedroom" means a room within a dwelling unit which 
meets the following criteria 

A. tis intended to be used, or is used, for sleeping purposes 

B. It contains a floor area of not less than 70 square feet 

C. It is not the only room in the dwelling unit (i.e. an efficiency 

dwelling unit) 
Space and occupancy standards for a bedroom shall be as mandated 
by the Housing Code of the City, being Chapter 1460 of these Codified 
Ordinances 

Beneficial user. "Beneficial user" means a person actually using 
a lot or structure with the permission of the person having a legal, 
equitable or leasehold interest in the lot. 

Berm. "Berm" means an earthen mound designed to separate 
one area from another. 

Block face. "Block face" means the cumulative property on one 
side of a street exhibiting one of the following characteristics 

A. The property lying between two intersecting streets or 

public rights-of-way; 

B. The property lying between an intersecting street and 

railroad right-of-way, river or stream; or 

C. The property lying between a public right-of-way, railroad 

right-of-way, river or stream and the corporate boundaries 
of the City, 

Boarding or lodging house. "Boarding or lodging house" means a 
structure, other than a hotel, where, for compensation, and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, lodging or meals, or both, are 
provided for at least three but not more than 20 persons. 

Buffer. "Buffer" means a land area that separates one land use 
from another. Such area may be landscaped and may also contain a 
berm, fence or other screening material 
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Building. "Building" means an independent structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls, intended and/or used for shelter or 
enclosure of persons or chattels. When any portion of a structure is 
completely separated from every other part by division walls from the 
ground up, and without openings, each portion of such structure shall 
be deemed a separate structure. This refers to both temporary and 
permanent structures, and includes tents, sheds, garages, stables, 
greenhouses or other accessory structures. A building does not include 
such structures with interior areas not normally accessible for human 
use, such as gas holders, tanks, smoke stacks, grain elevators, coal 
bunkers, oil cracking towers or similar structures. 

Building Code. "Building Code" means Fitles-Two-and-Four-of 
PRat—Fourteen—the—Building—and—Housing—Cede—THE STILLE- 
DEROSSETT-HALE-SINCLE-STATE-CONSTRUCTION CODE ACT, 
ACT 230 OF 1972, KNOWN AS THE MICHIGAN BUILDING CODE, 
WITH AMENDMENTS, ADOPTED BY REFERENCED AS PART of 
these Codified Ordinances. 

Building height. "Building height" means the vertical distance 
from the grade at the front of a structure to the highest point of the 
coping of a flat roof, the average height between the eaves and a ridge 
or to the deckline of a mansard roof, or the average height between the 
plate and ridge of a gable, hip or gambrel roof. 

Business. "Business" means an office, commercial or industrial 
use entered into for the purpose of financial gain, earning a livelihood 
or improving a person's economic conditions and desires. 

Canopy. "Canopy" means an omamental or roof-like structure 
which is fastened to a structure and used for protection 

Carport. "Carport" means an accessory structure used primarily 
to shelter private motor vehicles. A carport is attached to the principal 
structure and is completely open on not less than two sides 

CAS number . "CAS number" or "chemical abstract service 
number" means a unique number for every chemical established by a 
Columbus, Ohio organization which indexes information published in 
“chemical abstracts" by the American Chemical Society. It is used 
(among other purposes) in maintaining chemical inventories used by 
DEQ for regulatory purposes, by firefighters for firefighter right to know 
purposes and by public service departments responsible for 
discharges into stormwater or municipal sewer systems. 

Child care facility. "Child care facility" means a facility receiving 
more than 12 preschool or school-aged children and providing care 
where parents or guardians are not immediately available to the 
children for 

A. Periods of less than 24 hours a day; or 

B. Not less than two consecutive weeks, regardless of the 

number of hours of care per day. 

The facility is generally described as a child care center, day care 
center, day nursery, nursery school, parent cooperative preschool, play 
group or drop-in center. "Child care facility" does not include preschool 
or school-age children in classes at a church for a temporary period of 
time of not more than three hours per day for an indefinite number of 
days, or over three hours but not more than eight hours per day for a 
number of days not to exceed four weeks, during a calendar year or in 
a facility operated by a religious organization where they are cared for, 
for not more than three hours while persons responsible for them are 
attending religious services 

Church. "Church" means a structure used to conduct a religious 
service, including, but not limited to, the usual accessory structures 
and uses, such as convents, rectories, parsonages, monasteries, 
gymnasiums and church halls 

Clinic. "Clinic" means a structure where medical or dental care is 
furnished to persons on an out-patient basis by more than three 
doctors or dentists 

Common way. "Common way" means a commonly shared or 
used pedestrian or vehicular way that connects or serves two or more 
properties 

Comparison retail store. "Comparison retail store” means a retail 
store which is not a convenience retail store 

Comprehensive Plan. "Comprehensive Plan" means a master 
plan described by Section 6 of Public Act 285 of 1931, as amended, 
being M.C.L.A. 125.36 
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Conformed copy. "Conformed copy" means an exact duplicate of 
an original 

Construction. “Construction” means the putting together of 
materials to build a new structure or to restore, reconstruct, extend, 
enlarge or repair an existing structure. This definition does not apply to 
Chapter 1288 

Construction, start of. "Start of construction" means the first 
placement of permanent construction of a structure, other than a 
mobile home, on a site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or any 
work beyond the stage of excavation. "Permanent construction" does 
Not include land preparation, such as clearing, grading and filling: the 
installation of streets and/or walkways; excavation for a basement, 
cellar, footings, piers or foundations or for the erection of temporary 
forms; or the installation on the property of accessory structures, such 
as garages or sheds, not occupied as dwelling units or part of the main 
structure. 
For a structure, other than a mobile home, without a basement, cellar 
oF poured footings, "start of construction" includes the first permanent 
framing or assembly of the structure or any part thereof on its piling or 
foundation 
For premanufactured homes, "start of construction" means the affixing 
of the premanufactured home to its permanent site. For mobile homes 
within mobile home parks or mobile home subdivisions, "start of 
construction" is the date on which the construction of facilities for 
servicing the site on which the mobile home is to be affixed, including, 
at a minimum, the construction of streets, either final site grading or the 
pouring of concrete pads and the installation of utilities is completed 

Contiguous. "Contiguous" means abutting 

Convalescent care home. "Convalescent care home" means a 
nursing care facility, other than a hospital, that provides organized 
nursing care and medical treatment to seven or more unrelated 
individuals suffering or recovering from illness, injury or infirmity. 
County medical facilities shall be deemed convalescent care homes for 
the purpose of this Zoning Code 

Convenience retail store. “Convenience retail store" means an 
establishment which primarily serves the surrounding neighborhood 
and includes, but is not limited to, the following: 

A. Limited service food store; 
Drug store; 
Hardware store; 
Barber and/or beauty shops; 
Laundry or cleaners pickup: 
Watch and shoe repair; 
Jewelry store; 
Florist; 
Gift shop; 
Book store; 
Clothing store; 
Photographer; 
Tailor; and 
Bakery whose products are sold only on the premises 

Core area. "Core area" means that portion of a structure with 
‘one or more rooms directly accessible to one another, including a 
bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms are arranged, 
designed or used as living quarters for one family. A core area shall be 
measured from the interior faces of the exterior walls 

Cumulative. "Cumulative" means increasing or enlarging by 
successive addition through all points in time 

Damaged. "Damaged" means an item that still functions as it 
was intended, but is missing parts or has parts that have suffered 
some degree of destruction 

Days. "Days" means calendar days, unless otherwise stated 

Density, gross. "Gross density" means a figure which equals the 
total number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number of 
acres included in the lot 

Density, net. "Net density" means a figure which equals the total 
number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number of acres 
included in the lot, excluding any lot area owned by a governmental 
entity, used as a private street or occupied by a nonresidential use. 
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Deteriorated. "Deteriorated" means an item which still functions 
as it was intended, but is missing parts or requires substantial 
maintenance. 

Dimensional provision. "Dimensional provision" means one or 
more of the following: 

Lot area requirements; 
Front yard requirements; 
Side yard requirements; 
Rear yard requirements; 
Parking requirements; or 
Height restrictions 

District zoning. "District zoning" means an area within which 
certain uses of land and structures are permitted and certain others are 
prohibited, yards and other open spaces are required and lot areas, 
structure height limits and other requirements are established, all of the 
foregoing being identical for the zone in which they apply 

Duplex. See "Dwelling, two-family.” 

Dwelling, multiple. “Multiple dwelling" means a structure or 
pottion of a structure which contains three or more dwelling units 

Dwelling, one-family. "One-family dwelling" means a structure 
designed and/or used exclusively for residential purposes for one 
family only and containing one dwelling unit 

Dwelling, two-family. "Two-family dwelling" means an attached or 
semidetached structure used for residential occupancy by two families 
living independently of each other. Such dwelling is also known as a 
“duplex dwelling." 

Dwelling unit. "Dwelling unit" means a structure or a portion of a 
structure on a permanent foundation with one or more rooms, including 
a bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms are arranged, 
designed or used as living quarters for one family. "Dwelling unit” 
includes a structure constructed on-site, a mobile home not located in 
a mobile home park, a premanufactured unit, a precut structure or a 
panelized structure, whether erected above and/or below ground, 
which complies with the following standards 

A. It shall conform with the minimum residential lot 
dimensional requirements for the district in which it is 
located 

B. On lots 40 feet or greater in width, it shall contain a core 
area of living space of at least 24 feet by 24 feet in size 
and shall have a minimum internal height of seven and 
one-half feet. For single-family dwellings on lots less than 
40 feet in width in A, A-1, B and C Residential Districts, it 
shall contain a core area of living space of at least 20 feet 
by 20 feet in size and shall have a minimum internal height 
of seven and one-half feet 

C. tis firmly attached to a permanent foundation constructed 
‘on the site in accordance with the Building Code of the 
City and has a wall of the same perimeter dimensions as 
the structure which is constructed of such materials and 
type as required in the Building Code. If the structure is a 
Mobile home not located in a mobile home park, it shall be 
installed pursuant to the manufacturer's set-up 
instructions, shall be secured to the premises by an 
anchoring system or device complying with all State and 
Federal rules and regulations governing the same and 
shall have a perimeter wall as required in this paragraph 
which is aesthetically compatible in design and 
appearance with conventionally on-site constructed 
homes. 

D. If it is not a structure constructed on site, it shall be 
aesthetically compatible in design and appearance with 
conventionally on-site constructed homes. For purposes of 
compatibility, all structures shall 
1. Have not less than two exterior doors with one door 

being in front of the structure and the other being in 
either the rear or on the side of the structure; 

2. Have permanenily attached steps connected to 
exterior door areas or porches connected to exterior 
door areas where required by a difference in 
elevation; 
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3. Have siding firmly affixed to the exterior walls of the 
structure constructed of conventional materials such 
as wood, vinyl, aluminum or brick; 

4. Have a shingled roof constructed of conventional 
material, which roof is permanently attached to the 
structure and has a minimum 3:12 pitch and an 
overhang of at least one foot; and 

5. Not have wheels, towing _ mechanisms, 
undercarriages or chassis that are visible from the 
outside of the structure. 

This paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit 

innovative design concepts involving such matters as solar 

energy, view, unique land contour or architectural design 

Dwelling unit, efficiency. “Efficiency dwelling unit" means a 
dwelling unit of not more than one room in addition to a kitchen and 
bathroom. 

Educational facility. "Educational facility" means a public or 
private institution or a separate school or department of a school, and 
includes an academy, college, elementary or secondary school, 
extension course, kindergarten, local school system, university or a 
business, nursing, professional, secretarial, technical or vocational 
school, and includes an agent of an educational institution 

Emergency services facility. "Emergency services facility" 
includes, but is not limited to, public or private civil defense, ambulance 
or fire service 

Excavation. "Excavation" means any breaking of ground, except 
for agricultural purposes, ground care and landscaping 

Extension. "Extension" means an addition to the floor area of an 
existing structure, an increase in the intensity of a use, an enlargement 
of land area utilized by a specific use or an increase in the activity of a 
use. 

Fair market value. "Fair market value" means an estimate of the 
actual worth of a lot, structure or combination thereof, which estimate 
is made by a licensed real estate broker experienced and qualified in 
the appraisal of real estate using appropriate appraisal techniques 

Family. "Family" means any one of the following (see also 
“family, functional” hereof): 

A. An individual; 

B. An individual or two or more persons related by blood, 
marriage or adoption, together with not more than two 
other persons as roomers; or 

C. Two or more persons related by blood, marriage or 
adoption, with not more than two other unrelated persons 
as roomers. 

Family day care home. "Family day care home" means a facility 
receiving six or less preschool or school-aged children for care for less 
than 24 hours a day, where the parents or guardians are not 
immediately available to the children. "Family day care home" includes 
a facility receiving six or less preschool or school-aged children and 
which provides care for not less than two consecutive weeks, 
regardless of the number of hours of care per day. 

Family, functional. "Functional family" means a group of persons, 
which group does not meet the definition of "family" in paragraph (56) 
hereof, living in a dwelling unit as a single housekeeping unit and 
intending to live together as a group for the indefinite future 
“Functional family" does not include a fraternity, sorority, club, hotel or 
other group of persons whose association is temporary or commercial 
in nature. 

Fence. "Fence" means a fence as defined by Section 
1290.04(e), 

Filling. "Filling" means the permanent depositing or dumping of 
any matter onto or into the ground, except for agricultural purposes, 
ground care or landscaping 

Floor area. "Floor area" means the sum of the horizontal areas of 
each story of a structure measured from the exterior faces of the 
exterior walls. 

Floor area, usable. "Usable floor area" means, for the purpose of 
computing parking, that area used for or intended to be used for the 
sale of merchandise or services, or for use to serve patrons, clients or 
customers. Such floor area which is used or intended to be used for 
hallways, stairways, elevator shafts, utility or sanitary facilities or the 
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storage or processing of merchandise shall be excluded from this 
computation of "usable floor area." Measurement of usable floor area 
shall be the sum of the horizontal areas of each story of a structure 
measured from the interior faces of the exterior walls. Usable floor area 
is illustrated in Appendix | following the text of this Zoning Code 

Funeral home. “Funeral home" means a structure used and 
occupied by a professional licensed mottician for burial preparation 
and funeral services. 

Garage. "Garage" means an accessory structure for the storage 
of motor vehicles. 

Garage, private. "Private garage" means an accessory structure 
which is used primarily for the parking of private motor vehicles 
operated as accessory uses. A private garage has access through an 
overhead door and has a hard-surfaced driveway leading to the 
structure from a property line 

Garage, public. "Public garage" means any garage other than a 
private garage. 

GARDEN MEANS THE GROWING OF PLANTS FOR HUMAN 
CONSUMPTION, INCLUDING BERRIES, HERBS, VEGETABLES, 
SEEDS, OR OTHER SIMILAR PRODUCTS INCORPORATED INTO, 
AND USED AS FOOD AND FLOWERS, BUT NOT INCLUDING 
PLANTS GROWN FOR COMMERCIAL SALE OR PURPOSES 
GARDENS THAT ARE ACCESSORY TO A PRIMARY PERMITTED 
USE ARE ALLOWED BY RIGHT IN ALL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 
GARDENS THAT ARE THE PRIMARY USE OF A LOT ARE 
PERMITTED IN ALL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS, SUBJECT TO 
COMPLIANCE WITH ALL APPLICABLE STANDARDS OF THE 
LANSING ZONING ORDINANCES AND SIGN ORDINANCE, 
INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO SETBACK, BUILDING HEIGHT, 
PLACEMENT AND LOT COVERAGE, LANDSCAPE, SCREENING 
AND BUFFERING AND SIGN RESTRICTIONS; AND ALSO SUBJECT 
TO ALL OTHER APPLICABLE STATE LAWS AND CITY 
ORDINANCES, INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO NOISE AND 
OTHER NUISANCES AS DEFINED BY CITY ORDINANCE, EXCEPT 
THAT VEGETATION AS DESCRIBED IN A DEFINED GARDEN MAY 
EXCEED 8” IN HEIGHT 

GARDEN STRUCTURE MEANS A STRUCTURE USED FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF ENCLOSING A GARDEN, INCLUDING THE 
INCIDENTAL USE AND STORAGE OF GARDENING IMPLEMENTS, 
MACHINERY, EQUIPMENT AND APPURTENANCES USED IN THE 
ONSITE GARDENING ACTIVITIES. GARDEN STRUCTURES ARE 
PERMITTED IN ALL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS, SUBJECT TO 
COMPLIANCE WITH SETBACK, LOT COVERAGE, BUILDING 
HEIGHT AND ALL OTHER APPLICABLE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
ZONING ORDINANCE AND BUILDING CODES. 

GARDENING MEANS THE GROWING OF A GARDEN OR THE 
ACT OF WORKING IN A GARDEN 

Golf course. "Golf course" means a comparatively large, 
unobstructed acreage involving enough room over which to walk or 
ride, point to point, over a generally prescribed course, and to strive to 
send a ball long distances with variable accuracy, all without 
unreasonably endangering other players or intruding upon them 

Governmental entity. “Governmental entity" means the Federal 
Government, this State or any of its instrumentalities; a County, City, 
Township, Village, school district, community college district or 
community hospital district; any agency authorized to exercise a 
governmental function in a limited geographical area or other political 
subdivision; any instrumentality of one or more of such units; or any of 
such units and one or more other States or political subdivision of such 
States 

Grade. "Grade" means the lowest point of elevation within the 
area between the exterior surface of the structure and the property 
line. If the property line is more than five feet from the exterior surface 
of the structure, "grade" means the lowest point of elevation between 
the exterior surface of the structure and a line five feet from the exterior 
surface of the structure. 

Greenhouse, commercial. "Commercial greenhouse" means a 
glass or less than opaque enclosure which exceeds 150 square feet in 
floor area and is designed or used for the cultivation or protection of 
plants; or a glassed enclosure, regardless of size, designed or used for 
the cultivation or protection of plants for commercial purposes 
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Group day care home. "Group day care home" means a private 
home receiving more than six and not more than 12 preschool or 
school age children for care for: 

A. Periods less than 24 hours a day where parents or 
guardians are not immediately available to the children; or 

B. Not less than two consecutive weeks, regardless of the 
number of hours of care per day. 

Haul road. "Haul road" means a private road utilized by trucks, 
tractors or other similar vehicles to haul materials to and/or from a 
construction site, borrow pit or landfill 

Health maintenance organization (HMO). "Health maintenance 
organization" means a health facility or agency that: 

A. Delivers health maintenance services to enrollees, under 
the terms of a health maintenance contract, directly or 
through arrangements with affiliated providers; and 

B. Is responsible for the availability, accessibility and quality 
of the health maintenance services provided. 

Home occupation. "Home occupation" means a business 
conducted in a dwelling unit by a person of legal or equitable interest in 
the dwelling unit 

Hospital. "Hospital" means a health facility offering in-patient, 
overnight care and services for observation, diagnosis and active 
treatment of human patients with a medical, surgical, obstetric, chronic 
oF rehabilitative condition requiring the daily direction or supervision of 
a physician 

Hotel. "Hotel" means a structure or part of a structure with a 
common entrance or entrances, in which dwelling units are used 
primarily for transient occupancy and in which one or more of the 
following services are offered 

A. Maid service; 

B. Telephone, secretarial or desk service; 

C. Furnishing of linen; and 

D. _Beliboy service 
A hotel may include a restaurant or cocktail lounge, public banquet 
hall, ballroom or meeting room and may further include a guest room 
and suite of rooms for extended occupancy. 

Intensity of use. "Intensity of use" means the amount of activity 
associated with a specific use. Intensity of use shall be determined by 
the Department of Pianning and Municipal Development based on the 
following criteria 

A. Amount of vehicular traffic generated; 

Amount of pedestrian traffic generated; 

Noise, odor and air pollution generated; 

Potential for litter or debris; 

Type and storage of materials connected with the use; 
Total residential units and density if residential; and 

Total structure coverage and structure height on the 
parcel 

Junk. "Junk" means any of the following products which are 
stored in the open and which are damaged or deteriorated or are in 
such a condition that the product cannot be used for the purpose for 
which it was manufactured 
Motor vehicles: 

Machinery; 

Appliances; 

Merchandise with missing parts; 

Scrap metal; and 

Scrap materials, including, but not limited to, rags, paper 
oF building materials. 

Junkyard. "Junkyard" means a lot used to store or process junk 

Kennel. "Kennel" means the keeping on a lot for commercial 
purposes of four or more dogs, cats or other household pets which are 
more than six months old. Keeping includes, but is not limited to, 
boarding, breeding or training 

Loading space or area. "Loading space or area" means an off- 
street space on the same lot with a structure or group of structures for 
the temporary parking of a commercial vehicle while loading and 
unloading merchandise or materials, and having direct and 
unobstructed access to a public street or alley. "Unobstructed" does 
Not preclude the use of security devices 
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Let. "Lot" means a parcel of land consisting of one or more lots 
of record occupied or intended to be occupied by a principal structure 
or use and any accessory structure or by any other use or activity 
permitted on the parcel of land. "Lot" includes the open spaces and 
yards required under this Zoning Code and has its frontage on a public 
street or road either dedicated to the public or designated on a 
recorded subdivision plat. Corner, interior and through lots are 
illustrated in Appendix 1 following the text of this Zoning Code and are 
described as follows 

A. “Comer lot" means a lot where the interior angle of two 

adjacent sides at the intersection of two streets is less than 
135 degrees. A lot abutting upon a curved street is a 
comer lot if the radius of the arc is less than 150 feet and 
the tangents to the curve at the two points where the lot 
lines meet the curve or the straight street line extended 
form an interior angle of less than 135 degrees. 

B. "Interior lot" means a lot other than a comer lot 

C. "Through lot" means an interior lot having frontage on two 

more or less parallel streets 

Lot area. "Lot area" means the total horizontal area within the lot 
lines of the lot. 

Lot coverage. "Lot coverage" means the part or percentage of lot 
area occupied by structures and hard-surfaced parking areas. 

Lot depth. "Lot depth" means the horizontal distance between 
front and rear lot lines, measured along the median between the side 
lot lines. 

Lot line, front. "Front lot line" means that line separating a lot 
from the right-of-way line of a street 

Lot fine, rear. "Rear lot line" means a lot line which is opposite 
the front lot line. In the case of a corner lot, the rear lot line may be 
opposite either front lot line, but there shall be only one rear lot line. In 
the case of a lot converging toward the rear, the rear lot line shall be 
an imaginary line parallel to the front lot line, not less than ten feet long 
and wholly within the lot 

Lot line, side. "Side lot line" means any lot line not a front lot line 
or a rear lot line 

Lot lines. "Lot lines" means the lines bounding a lot. 

Lot of record. "Lot of record” means a parcel of land which is part 
of a subdivision, the dimension and configuration of which has been 
recorded on a map in the office of the Register of Deeds for the 
appropriate county, or a parcel described by metes and bounds in any 
instrument of conveyance recorded at the County Register of Deeds 

Lot with. "Lot width" means the horizontal distance from one 
side lot line to the opposite lot line 

Maintenance of structure. "Maintenance of structure" means to 
keep up, to keep from change, to preserve, to hold or keep in any 
particular state or condition or to support what has already been 
brought into existence 

Mobile home. "Mobile home" means a structure, transportable in 
‘one or more sections, which is built on a chassis and designed to be 
used as a dwelling without a permanent foundation, when connected to 
the required utilities, and includes the plumbing, heating, air 
conditioning and electrical systems contained in the structure. "Mobile 
home" includes a manufactured home, but does not include a trailer. 

Mobile home park. "Mobile home park" means a parcel or tract of 
land under the control of a person upon which three or more mobile 
homes are located on a continual nonrecreational basis and which is 
offered to the public for that purpose, regardless of whether a charge is 
made therefor, together with any structure, building, enclosure, street, 
equipment or facility used or intended for use incidental to the 
occupancy of a mobile home, and which is not intended for use as a 
temporary trailer park. 

Motel. "Motel" means a series of attached, semidetached or 
detached rental units containing a bedroom and a bathroom. A motel 
shall provide for overnight lodging which is offered to the public for 
compensation and shall cater primarily to the public traveling by motor 
vehicle. 

Motor vehicle repair station. "Motor vehicle repair station" means 
any lot on which minor repairs, described in paragraph (96) hereof, are 
performed and, in addition, any of the following are performed 
bumping, painting, replacement of body parts, engine repair other than

normal tuneup repair, engine replacement, replacement of 
transmission or internal transmission parts or repair remaking 

Motor vehicle service station. "Motor vehicle service station" 
means any lot used for supplying gasoline, oil and minor accessories 
at retail directly to the customer and which performs minor repairs 
"Minor repairs" means: engine tune up, alternator or generator 
replacement, rustproofing, battery replacement, fan belt replacement, 
radiator hose replacement, radiator repair or replacement, tire repair or 
replacement, wheel balancing, muffler and exhaust system 
replacement or front end alignment 

Nonconformity. "Nonconformity" means a use, structure or lot 
which does not conform with a use or dimensional provision or any 
combination of a use or dimensional provision of this Zoning Code, but 
which use, structure or land was lawfully established prior to the 
effectiveness date of such use or dimensional provision 

Nonresidential use. "Nonresidential use" means any use not a 
residential use 

Nursery. "Nursery" means any land used to raise trees, shrubs, 
flowers and other plants for sale or for transplanting 

Nursing home. See "Convalescent care home." 

Occupant. "Occupant" means a person who takes or enters upon 
possession of a lot 

Off-street parking facility. “Off-street parking facility" means an 
off-street parking surface lot or an off-street parking structure 

Off-street parking structure. "Off-street parking structure" means 
a structure which provides for vehicular parking spaces, along with 
drives and aisles for maneuvering, so as to provide access for 
entrance and exit for the parking of two or more vehicles 

Off-street parking surface lot. "Off-street parking surface lot" 
means the use of an area for vehicular parking spaces, along with 
drives and aisles for maneuvering, so as to provide access for 
entrance and exit for the parking of more than two vehicles on the 
surface of a lot. 

Office. "Office" means a structure in which a person transacts his 
or her business or carries on his or her stated occupation 

Open space. "Open space" means that ground area, and the 
space above such ground area, which is unimpeded from the ground 
to the sky by any structure, except that the area may be used for 
landscaping, GARDENING or recreational purposes such as 
swimming, shuffleboard, tennis or similar uses. Parking lots and 
storage areas for vehicles and material shall not be considered as 
‘open space. 

Open storage. "Open storage" means any of the following items 
which are stored in the open and which are inoperable, damaged 
and/or deteriorated in such a condition that any such item cannot be 
used for the purpose for which it was manufactured, or is not 
reasonably associated with the principal use of the lot itself, including, 
but not limited to 


Motor vehicle parts; and 
Other materials, including, but not limited to, metal, pipes, 
rags, papers or building materials. 

Outdoor play space. "Outdoor play space" means that outside 
area on a lot reserved at a day care or group day care home for 
outside exercise, large motor skill development and play space of 
children 

Panelized structure. "Panelized structure" means a structure 
consisting of preconstructed two-dimensional units for walls, roofs and 
floors, which may include structural framing, windows, doors, exterior 
finishes, interior wall finishes, installed wiring, plumbing and insulation, 
which is brought on-site and erected thereon on a permanent 
foundation 

Parking space. "Parking space" means an area of defined length 
and width for the parking of motor vehicles. Such area shall be 
exclusive of drives, aisles or entrances giving access thereto

Planned development. "Planned development" means an office, 
commercial or industrial complex developed as a single entity by one 
person, which complex contains more than one structure on a lot, not 
including accessory structures 

Planned neighborhood convenience retail center. "Planned 
neighborhood convenience retail center" means a building or group of 
buildings on a single lot two acres or more in size and designed to 
provide commercial services to a residential neighborhood 
"Residential neighborhood" means the land area (within a one-half mile 
radius of the proposed planned neighborhood convenience retail 
center) which is developed with at least 70 percent residential uses 

Planned residential development. “Planned _ residential 
development" means a lot on which all the following conditions apply: 

A. Ifthe lot is zoned DM-1, the lot is more than six acres in 
size; if the lot is zoned DM-2, the lot is more than four 
acres in size; if the lot is zoned DM-3, the lot is more than 
three acres in size; and if the lot is zoned DM-4, the lot is 
more than two acres in size 

B, The lot has more than one structure on it which is used for 
residential purposes 

C. The lot is planned and developed as an integral unit in a 
single development operation according to the 
requirements of Chapter 1280 

Plot plan. "Plot plan" means a diagram depicting the existing and 
proposed structures, lot lines, setbacks, parking areas and the location 
of any known wells. 

Porch, enclosed. "Enclosed porch" means a covered entrance to 
a structure which is surrounded on all sides by glass, screen, wood, 
brick, plastic or other materials permitted by the Building Code 

Porch, open. "Open porch" means a porch that is not enclosed. 

Premanufactured unit. "Premanufactured unit” means an 
assembly of materials or products intended to comprise all or part of a 
building or structure, and that is assembled at other than the final 
location of the unit of the building or structure by a repetitive process 
under circumstances intended to ensure uniformity of quality and 
material content. 

Principal use. "Principal use" means the primary, major, main, 
leading, outstanding or chief use which a lot serves or is intended to 
serve. 

Probate. "Probate" means the period of probate, as defined in 
Public Act 642 of 1978, as amended, being M.C.L.A. 700.1 et seq 

Public utility. “Public utility” means electric light and power 
companies, whether private, public, corporate or cooperative; gas 
companies; water, telephone, telegraph, oil, gas and pipeline 
companies; motor carriers; and all public transportation and 
communication agencies other than railroads and railroad companies 

Reconstruction. "Reconstruction" means the act of rebuilding a 
structure to meet the standards of the Building Code or Housing Code. 

Recreational facility. "Recreational facility" means a structure or 
‘open space which provides activities, including, but not limited to, 
swimming, racquet sports, exercise and fitness rooms or areas and 
gymnasiums 

Repair. "Repair" means to restore to a sound or good state after 
decay, injury, dilapidation or partial destruction 

Residential care facility. “Residential care facility" means a 
governmental or nongovernmental establishment having as. its 
principal function foster care for more than six persons. "Foster care" 
means the provision of supervision, personal care and protection, in 
addition to room and board, for 24 hours a day, five or more days a 
week and for two or more consecutive weeks, with or without 
compensation.

Site plan. "Site plan" means a plan that conforms to the

Stable. "Stable" means a structure used to keep horses for 
commercial purposes. 

Storage. "Storage" means the holding or safekeeping of goods to 
await the happening of some future event or contingency which will call 
for the removal of the goods. 

Storage yard. "Storage yard," in an A Residential District to a G- 
1 Business District, means a lot used for the holding of any type of 
product, which product is not reasonably associated with the principal 
use itself. "Storage yard," in a G-2 Wholesale District, H Light Industrial 
District or | Heavy Industrial District, means a lot used for the holding, 
in the open, of any type of product, subject to the following conditions: 

A. The product is not junk, unless the junk is associated with 

the normal functioning of the principal use 

B. The lot is not used as a salvage yard. 

C. The product is not normally used in the functioning of the 

principal use. 

Street. "Street" means a public thoroughfare, avenue, road, 
highway, boulevard, parkway, way, drive, lane or court which affords 
the principal means of access to abutting property 

Street, local. "Local street" means a local street as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan, as amended 

Steet, private. "Private street" means a street which is not 
public 

Structural alteration. "Structural alteration" means any change in 
the supporting members of a building, such as bearing walls, columns, 
beams or girders, or any substantial changes in the roof and exterior 
walls 

Structure. "Structure" means that which is built or constructed, 
an edifice or building of any kind or any piece of work artificially built up 
or composed of parts joined together in some definite manner. 

Structure, minor. "Minor structure" means a structure having a 
replacement cost of not more than $5,000.00 

Structure, temporary. "Temporary structure" means a structure 
which is located on a lot for less than one year, or, if the structure is 
connected with a construction activity on a lot, until the construction 
activity is completed 

Substitution. "Substitution" means to put in place of another. 

Temporary use. "Temporary use" means any use that is not 
permitted as a principal use, accessory use or a conditional use in a 
Zoning district, and which is limited in its duration 
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Townhouse. "Townhouse" means a group of dwellings having 
common party walls with each other and normally having a basement. 
No dwelling in a townhouse is located above or below another 
dwelling 

Trailer. "Trailer" means a vehicle standing on wheels or rigid 
supports which is used for temporary living or sleeping purposes 
"Trailer" includes a recreational vehicle. 

Trailer camp. "Trailer camp" means a tract of land used or 
designed for the use of two or more trailers as a temporary residence 

Tree. "Tree" means a usually tall, woody plant characterized by a 
single trunk with a twoinch diameter measured at the time the 
development plan is submitted and measured three feet from the base 
of the tree, and which is on the recommended tree list maintained by 
the City Forester. 

Use. "Use" means: 

A. Any purpose for which a structure or lot may be designed, 

arranged, intended, maintained or occupied; or 

B. Any activity, occupation, business or operation carried on 
in a structure or on a lot 

Yard. "Yard" means a space on a lot with a structure, which 
space is unobstructed and unoccupied from the ground upward, except 
as occupied or obstructed as permitted in this Zoning Code. Front, rear 
and side yards are illustrated in Appendix III following the text of this 
Zoning Code. 

‘A. “Front yard" means a yard extending across the full width 
of a lot between the front lot line of the structure containing 
the principal use and the front lot line 

B. "Rear yard" means a yard extending the full width of a lot 
between the rearmost structure containing the principal 
use and the rear lot line, the depth of which is the least 
distance between the rear lot line and the rear of the 
structure containing the principal use. 

C. "Side yard" means a space within a lot between a side lot 
line and a structure containing the principal use or an 
attached accessory structure, whichever is closer to the 
side lot line. A side yard extends on each side of a lot from 
the front lot line to the rear lot line of the lot 

Zoning Code. "Zoning Code" means Ordinance 636, passed 
March 7, 1983, as amended, codified herein as Title Six of Part Twelve 
- the Planning and Zoning Code 

Zoning variance. "Zoning variance" means a modification of the 
strict letter of this Zoning Code granted when, by reason of exceptional 
conditions, the strict application of this Zoning Code results in peculiar, 
exceptional or practical difficulties or unnecessary hardship to the 
‘owner of the lot.

1240.04. - Amendments. 

(a) An application to amend, supplement or change the regulations 
and boundaries of zoning districts may be made by any of the 
following persons:

(b) The application described in subsection (a) hereof shall be made 

‘on forms provided by the Planning Division and shall be filed with

In 
addition, not less than 15 days' notice of the time and place of 
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the public hearing shall be given by mail to each public utility 
company and to each railroad company owning or operating any 
public utility or railroad within the districts or zones affected, if the 
public utility company or railroad registers its name and mailing 
address with the City Clerk for the purpose of receiving the 
Notice.

A hearing shall be granted an 
interested person at the time and place specified on the notice 
Conditional rezoning 
(1) Intent. It is recognized that there are certain instances 
when it would be in the best interests of the City, as well 
as advantageous to land owners seeking a change in 
zoning boundaries, if specific conditions were to be 

proposed by the land owner as part of a request for a 

rezoning. It is the intent of this section to provide a process 

consistent with MCL § 125.3405 by which a land owner 
seeking a rezoning may voluntarily propose conditions 
regarding the use and/or development of land as part of 
the rezoning request 

(2) Application and offer of conditions. 

(@) A land owner or a land owner's agent may 
voluntarily offer in writing conditions relating to the 
use and/or development of land for which a rezoning 
is requested. This offer may be made either at the 
time the application for rezoning is filed or at a later 
time during the rezoning process 

(b) The required application and process for considering 
a rezoning request with conditions shall be the same 
as that for considering rezoning requests made 
without any offer of conditions, except as modified 
by the requirements of this section 

(c) The land owner's offer of conditions may not purport 
to authorize uses or developments not permitted in 
the requested new zoning district 

(d) Any use or development proposed as part of an offer 
of conditions that would require a special land use 
permit under the terms of this ordinance may only be 
commenced if a special land use permit for such use 
or development is ultimately granted in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance 

(e) Any use or development proposed as part of an offer 
of conditions that would require a variance under the 
terms of this ordinance may only be commenced if a 
variance for such use or development is ultimately 
granted by the zoning board of appeals in 
accordance with the provisions of this ordinance. 

(f) Any use or development proposed as part of an offer 
of conditions that would require site plan approval 
under the terms of this ordinance may only be 
commenced if site plan approval for such use or 
development is ultimately granted in accordance 
with the provisions of this ordinance 

(9) The offer of conditions may be amended during the 
process of rezoning consideration provided that any 
amended or additional conditions are offered 
voluntarily by the owner. an owner may withdraw all 
or part of its offer of conditions any time prior to final 
rezoning action of the City Council provided that, if 
such withdrawal occurs subsequent to the Planning 
Board's public hearing on the original rezoning 
request, then the rezoning application shall be 
referred to the Planning Board for a new public 
hearing with appropriate notice and a new 
recommendation 

(3) Planning Board review. The Planning Board, after public 
hearing and consideration of the factors for rezoning set 
forth in this ordinance, may recommend approval, approval 
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with recommended changes or denial of the rezoning: 

provided, however, that any recommended changes to the 

offer of conditions are acceptable to and thereafter offered 
by the land owner. 

City Council review. after receipt of the Planning Board's 

recommendation, the City Council shall deliberate upon 

the requested rezoning and may approve or deny the 
conditional rezoning request. The City Council's 

deliberations shall include, but not be limited to a 

consideration of the factors for rezoning set forth in this 

ordinance 

Approval 

(a) If City Council finds the rezoning request and offer of 
conditions acceptable, the offered conditions shall 
be incorporated into a formal written statement of 
conditions acceptable to the land owner and 
conforming in form to the provisions of this 
ordinance. The statement of conditions shall be 
incorporated by attachment or otherwise as an 
inseparable part of the ordinance adopted by City 
Council to accomplish the requested rezoning 

(b) The statement of conditions shall 
(1) Contain a legal description of the land to which 

it pertains. 

(2) Contain a statement acknowledging that the 
statement of conditions runs with the land and 
is binding upon successor owners of the land 

(3) Incorporate by attachment or reference any 
diagram, plans or other documents submitted 
or approved by the land owner that are 
necessary to illustrate the implementation of 
the statement of conditions. If any such 
documents are incorporated by reference, the 
reference shall specify where the document 
may be examined. 

(4) Contain the notarized signatures of all of the 
land owners of the subject land preceded by a 
statement attesting to the fact that they 
voluntarily offer and consent to the provisions 
contained within the statement of conditions. 

(c) Upon the rezoning taking effect, the zoning map 
shall be amended to reflect the new zoning 
classification along with a designation that the land 
was rezoned with a statement of conditions. The 
City Clerk shall maintain a listing of all lands rezoned 
with a statement of conditions 

(d) The City Council shall have authority to require that 
the statement of conditions be recorded with the 
register of deeds if it determines that, given the 
nature of the conditions, the recording of such a 
document would be of material benefit to the City or 
to any subsequent owner of the land 

(e) Upon the rezoning taking effect, the use of the land 
so rezoned shall conform thereafter to all of the 
requirements regulating its use and development as 
contained in the statement of conditions. 

Compliance with conditions. 

(@) Any person who establishes a development or 
commences a use upon land that has been rezoned 
with conditions shall continuously operate and 
maintain the development or use in compliance with 
all of the conditions set forth in the statement of 
conditions. Any failure to comply with a condition 
contained within the statement of conditions shall 
constitute a violation of this zoning ordinance and be 
punishable accordingly. Additionally, any such 
violation shall be deemed a nuisance per se and 
subject to judicial abatement as provided by law. 

(b) No permit or approval shall be granted under this 
ordinance for any use or development that is 
contrary to a statement of conditions 
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(7) Time period for establishing development or use. Unless 
another time period is specified in the ordinance rezoning 
the subject land, the approved development and/or use of 
the land pursuant to building and other required permits 
must be commenced upon the land within 18 months (or 
shorter if specified) after the rezoning takes effect and 
thereafter proceed diligently to completion. This time 
limitation may, upon written request, be extended by the 
City Council if: (1) It is demonstrated to the City Council's 
satisfaction that there is a strong likelihood that the 
development and/or use will commence within the period 
of extension and proceed diligently thereafter to 
completion and (2) the City Council finds that there has not 
been a change in circumstances that would render the 
Zoning with statement of conditions incompatible with other 
zones and uses in the surrounding area or otherwise 
renders it inconsistent with zoning policy. 

(8) Reversion of zoning. If approved development and/or use 
of the rezoned land does not occur within the time frame 
specified under Subsection (7) above, then the land shall 
revert to its former zoning classification as set forth in MCL 
§ 125.3405 

(9) Subsequent rezoning of land. When land that is rezoned 
with a statement of conditions is thereafter rezoned to a 
different zoning classification or to the same zoning 
classification but with a different or no statement of 
conditions, whether as a result of a reversion of zoning or 
otherwise, the statement of conditions imposed under the 
former zoning classification shall cease to be in effect 
Upon the land owner's written request, the City Clerk shall 
record with the register of deeds a notice that the 
statement of conditions is no longer in effect 

(10) Amendment of conditions when extension requested. If a 
conditional zoning has been approved and the applicant 
requests an extension of time for commencement of the 
development, the City Council may add to, delete or 
modify the conditions in the previously approved statement 
of conditions as part of its decision to grant the requested 
extension so long as the changes are proposed by the 
developer. 

(11) City's right to rezone. Nothing in the statement of 
conditions nor in the provisions of this section shall be 
deemed to prohibit the City from rezoning all or any portion 
of land that is subject to a statement of conditions to 
another zoning classification. Any rezoning shall be 
conducted in compliance with City Ordinances and City 
Charter. 

(12) Failure to offer conditions. The City shall not require a land 
owner to offer conditions as a requirement for rezoning 
The lack of an offer of conditions shall not affect a land 
owner's rights under this ordinance 

After the public hearing described in subsection (d) hereof, the 
Board shall make its final report to Council. A summary of the 
comments submitted at the public hearing shall be transmitted 
with the report of the Board to Council. Council shall hold at least 
‘one public hearing and shall provide notice of a public hearing as 
described in subsection (e) hereof, 
Council shall not determine the boundaries of districts nor 
impose regulations until after the final report of the Board, nor 
shall this Zoning Code or the maps be amended after they are 
adopted in the first instance until the proposed amendment has 
been submitted to the Board and it has held at least one hearing 
and made a report. In either case, Council may adopt the 
ordinance and maps, with or without amendments, after receipt 
of the Board's report, or refer this Zoning Code and maps again 
to the Board for a further report 

Upon presentation of a protest petition meeting the requirements 

of this subsection, an amendment to this Zoning Code which is 

the object of the petition shall be passed only by a twothirds 
vote of Council. The protest petition shall be presented to 
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Council before final legislative action on the amendment, and 
shall be signed by one of the following: 

(1) The owners of at least 20 percent of the area of land 
included in the proposed change; or 

(2) The owners of at least 20 percent of the area of land 
included within an area extending outward 100 feet from 
any point on the boundary of the land included in the 
proposed change. 

() For purposes of subsection (h) hereof, publicly owned land shall 
be excluded in calculating the 20 percent land area requirement 

(k) Following the adoption of this Zoning Code and following the 
adoption of subsequent amendments to this Zoning Code by 

Council, one notice of adoption shall be published by the City 

Clerk in a newspaper of general circulation in the City within 15 

days after adoption. The notice shall include the following 

information: 

(1) In the case of a newly adopted zoning ordinance, the 
following statement: "A zoning ordinance regulating the 
development and use of land has been adopted by 
Couneil;" 

(2) In the case of an amendment to an existing ordinance, 
either a summary of the regulatory effect of the 
amendment, including the geographic area affected, or the 
text of the amendment; 

(3) The effective date of the ordinance; and 

(4) The place and time where a copy of the ordinance may be 
purchased or inspected

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, 
TO AMEND THE LANSING CODIFIED ORDINANCES BY 
AMENDING CHAPTER 294, SECTIONS 294.02(a), 294.02(i), 
294.02(k) AND 294.02(r) TO CONFORM TO THE POLICE 
OFFICERS’ PENSION BENEFIT CHANGES CONTAINED IN THE 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING AGREEMENTS BETWEEN THE CITY 
AND CCLP LOCAL #141 SUPERVISORY AND NON-SUPERVISORY 
DIVISIONS, BOTH RATIFIED IN 2015, BY ADDING THE 
DEFINITION OF BASE WAGE; PROVIDING A MINIMUM 
RETIREMENT AGE OF 50 FOR NEW HIRED POLICE OFFICERS; 
LIMITING PENSIONS TO 115% AND 110% OF A BASE WAGE; 
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AMENDING THE POLICE OFFICER EMPLOYEE PENSION 
CONTRIBUTION; AND REDUCING THE PENSION BENEFIT 
MULTIPLIER FOR NEW HIRED POLICE OFFICERS. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Chapter 294, Sections 294.02(a), 294.02(i), 
294.02(k) and 294.02(r), of the Codified Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as follows: 


294,02. Pensions. 
(a) Definitions. As used in this chapter, unless a different meaning is 
clearly required by the context 

Accumulated contributions means the sum of all amounts 
deducted from the compensation of a member or contributed by the 
member as allowed in this chapter, and credited to his or her individual 
account in the employees’ savings fund, together with regular interest 
thereon 

Annual base salary means the salary paid by the City to a police 
officer or firefighter for 12 consecutive months of credited service. 

Base wage means a firefighters—base—wage. MEMBER'S 
SALARY DETERMINED BY HIS OR HER POLICE OFFICER OR 
FIREFIGHTER CLASSIFICATION AND ANNUALIZED RATE OF PAY 
CONTAINED IN THE APPENDIX OF THE COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING AGREEMENT COVERING THE MEMBER AND IN 
EFFECT ON THE DATE OF THE MEMBER'S SEPARATION FROM 
CITY SERVICE. 

Beneficiary means any person, except a retiree, who is in receipt 
of, or who is designated and eligible to receive, a retirement allowance 
or other benefit payable by the retirement system 

Board of Trustees or Board means the Board of Trustees 
provided for in this chapter. 

Credited service means the number of years, and fraction of a 
year, of service (as defined in this chapter) standing to a member's 
credit in the member's service account. Any future reference in this 
chapter to "credited service" shall have the same meaning as "service 
credit" 

Dependent means a child, children or parent for whom a police 
officer o firefighter provides at least 50 percent of the persons financial 
support and who was claimed as a dependent, pursuant to the United 
States Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended, by the police 
officer or firefighter on his or her Federal Income Tax Return for the 
most recently ending tax year. 

Final average compensation means the monthly average of the 
member's final compensation that is included in "included 
compensation," as defined in this subsection, paid during the period of 
the member's 24 highest consecutive months of credited service as a 
police officer, or firefighter. If the member has less than 24 months of 
credited service, the member's final average compensation shall be the 
monthly average of the included compensation paid for his or her total 
period of credited service. For a police officer member, included 
compensation is defined as annual base salary, overtime pay 
(including holiday pay), longevity, gun allowance, clothing allowances, 
sick leave reimbursement (buy-back), shift premium and retroactive 
pay (prorated by effective date). For a Police Supervisory Division Unit 
member, the definition of included compensation also includes 
compensatory time buy-back (up to a maximum of 160 hours), 
provided that the compensatory time was earned in the same 24 
months on which final average compensation is based. For a firefighter 
member, included compensation is defined as annual base salary, 
overtime pay, acting pay, ambulance wage differential pay, longevity, 
holiday pay, field training instructor pay and retroactive pay (prorated 
by effective date) 

Final compensation means a member's monthly rate of 
compensation at the time his or her employment by the City as a police 
officer or firefighter last terminates. 

Firefighter means a permanent employee in the Fire Department 
who holds the rank of firefighter or higher rank and who has taken the 
oath required in Section 4-303.4 of the City Charter. "Firefighter" does 
Not include the civilian employees in the Department. 
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Member means any person who is included in the membership 
of the retirement system whether or not such person was represented 
by a collective bargaining unit upon the effective date of his or her 
retirement 

Membership service means service rendered after December 31, 
1943, to the extent credited a member by the Board of Trustees. 

Police officer means a permanent employee in the Police 
Department who holds the rank of patrolman or higher rank and who 
has taken the oath required in Section 4-307.4 of the City Charter, but 
it shall not include the civilian employees in the Police Department 

Regular interest means such rate or rates of interest per annum, 
compounded annually, as the Board of Trustees shall from time to time 
adopt, subject to the approval of Council 

Retiree means a former member who meets the eligibility 
requirements of this chapter and retires with a retirement allowance 
payable by the retirement system 

Retirement allowance means a monthly amount payable 
throughout the future life of a person, or for a temporary period, as 
provided in this Chapter. 

Retirement allowance reserve means the present value of all 
payments to be made on account of any retirement allowance. The 
retirement allowance reserve shall be computed upon the basis of 
such mortality and other tables of experience, and regular interest, as 
the Board of Trustees shall from time to time adopt. 

Retirement system means the Police and Fire Retirement 
System of the City. 

Service means personal service rendered as a police officer or 
firefighter in the employ of the City and paid for by the City or 
purchased by the member pursuant to this chapter. 

The masculine gender shall include the feminine, and the plural 
form shall include the singular. 

(i) Voluntary Retirement. 

(1) A member may retire upon his or her written application 
filed with the Board of Trustees setting forth at what time, 
not less than 30 days nor more than 90 days subsequent 
to the execution and filing thereof, he or she wishes to be 
retired, provided that such member is eligible to retire 
according to subsection (i)(2) upon his or her retirement, 
he or she shall receive a retirement allowance as provided 
in subsection (k)(1) hereof. 

(2) Amember may retire after 25 or more years of credited 
service, or after his or her attainment of age 55, except 
that a firefighter who—becomes—a—member WHOSE 
MEMBERSHIP COMMENCED on or after May 19, 2014, 
AND A POLICE OFFICER WHOSE MEMBERSHIP 
COMMENCED ON OR AFTER AUGUST 1, 2014, with 25 
or more years of credited service may not retire before 
attainment of age 50 

(k) Retirement Allowance. 

(1) Generally. 

A. Upers A police officer member's retirement_he_cr 
she WHOSE MEMBERSHIP—COMMENCED: 
BEFORE AUGUST 1, 2014, AND WHO RETIRES, 
shall receive a retirement allowance equal to THE 
SUM OF 3.2 percent of the member's HIS OR HER 
final average compensation multiplied by the 
number of years, and fraction of a year, of credited 
service not to exceed 25 years. IN ADDITION TO 
THE LIMITATION IN THE PRIOR SENTENCE, A 
POLICE OFFICER'S RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE 
SHALL ALSO NOT EXCEED THE FOLLOWING: 
THE RETIREMENT ALLOWANCE FOR A POLICE

If a retiree dies before he or she has received in 
retirement allowance payments an aggregate 
amount equal to his or her accumulated 
contributions standing to his or her credit in the 
employees’ savings fund at the time of his or her 
retirement and does not have a beneficiary who will 
receive a retirement allowance under this chapter, 
the difference between his or her accumulated 
contributions and the aggregate amount of 
retirement allowance payments received by him or 
her shall be paid from the retirement reserve fund to 
such person or persons as the retiree has 
nominated by written designation, duly executed and 
filed with the Board of Trustees. If there is no such 
designated person or persons surviving the retiree, 
such difference, if any, shall be paid to the retiree’s 
legal representative. No benefits shall be paid under 
this section on account of the death of a retiree if a 
retirement allowance becomes payable under 
subsections (k)(3) and (k)(4) hereof on account of 
his or her death 


Deferred allowance. Should any member, who has ten or 
more years of credited service, leave the employ of the 
City before becoming eligible to retire as provided in 
section (i) hereof for any reason except his or her 
discharge, retirement or death, he or she shall be entitled 
toa retirement allowance, as provided in subsection (k)(1) 
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hereof pursuant to its provisions in force at the time he or 
she left City employment, provided that he or she does not 
withdraw his or her accumulated contributions from the 
employees’ savings fund. His or her retirement allowance 
shall begin the first day of the calendar month next 
following the month in which his or her written application 
‘on the approved form for the same is filed with the Board 
of Trustees, within 30 days before, on or after his or her 
attainment of age 55 


Retirement options. 

A. A police officer member, within 30 days prior to 
retirement, may select one of the following four 
survivor election options by making an election on a 
form agreed upon by the collective bargaining unit 
for which the employee is a member and the City: 
Option 1. Under this option, the member at retirement 
shall receive the full retirement allowance as 
provided in subsection(k)(1)A and upon the retiree's 
death, his or her surviving spouse, who was his or 
her legally married spouse at the time of retirement, 
shall receive a retirement allowance equal to 50 
percent of the retiree’s retirement allowance until the 
spouse's death 
Option if. Under this option, the member at

Option IV. Non-spousal beneficiary. A member may 
select a reduced pension naming a parent, brother, 
sister, child or grandchild as beneficiary. The 
reduced pension shall be actuarially determined 
based on the age of the member and the beneficiary 
at the time of retirement, and shall not be actuarially 
more costly than Option |. For this option to be made 
and take effect, the member who is married must 
first have filed with the Board a voluntary written 
spousal relinquishment of beneficiary agreement on 
a form approved by the Board that has been duly 
and voluntarily executed by the member's spouse 

B. A firefighter. member, within 30 days prior to 
retirement, may select one of the following four 
survivor election options by making an election on a 
form agreed upon by the Collective Bargaining Unit 
for which the employee is a member and the City: 
Option 1. Under this option, the member at retirement 
shall receive the full retirement allowance as

spouse at the time of retirement, shall receive a 
retirement allowance equal to 86 percent of the 
retiree’s retirement allowance until the member's 
spouse's death, 

Option IV. Non-spousal beneficiary. A member may 
select a reduced pension naming a parent, brother, 
sister, child or grandchild as beneficiary. The 
reduced pension shall be actuarially determined 
based on the age of the employee and the 
beneficiary at the time of retirement, and shall not be 
actuarially more costly than Option 1 above. For this 
option to be made and take effect, the member who 
is married must first have filed with the Board a 
voluntarily written spousal relinquishment of 
beneficiary agreement on a form approved by the 
Board that has been duly and voluntarily executed 
by the member's spouse. Regardless of the 
indicated beneficiary, retiree health care shall be 
passed on only to the member's spouse. 

If the non-spousal beneficiary is a minor child, health 
care shall be available until the age of 19 or up to 
the age of 25 if the non-spousal beneficiary is 
unmarried and is a full-time student for at least five 
months of the year. 

C. Ifa retiree who retired under subsection (i)(1) hereof 
dies prior to the earlier of his or her attainment of 
age 55 or the date upon which he or she would have 
achieved 25 years of credited service but for the 
disability, his or her widow or widower, who was his 
or her legally married spouse at the time of his or her 
retirement, shall receive a retirement allowance 
computed according to subsection (k)(1) hereof. In 
computing the retirement allowance, the retiree's 
credited service shall be increased to include the 
period he or she was in receipt of a disability 
retirement allowance provided in subsection (i)(3) 
hereof, and his or her final average compensation 
shall be recomputed using the monthly rates of 
compensation as of the date of his or her death for 
the rank or ranks held by him or her during the 
period used in computing his or her final average 
compensation at the time of his or her retirement 
For Fire Department employees, if the employee 
incurred the disability while "acting" at a higher rank, 
the final average compensation of the employee 
shall be based upon the pay he or she would have 
received in the “acting” rank for the applicable 
service period. The widow or widower retirement 
allowance shall not be less than 20 percent of the 
retiree's recomputed final average compensation 
and shall be subject to subsection (k)(3)C. hereof, 

D. No retirement allowance shall be paid thereunder on 
account of the death of a retiree if any retirement 
allowance is paid or payable under subsection (n) 
hereof on account of his or her death. Any 
retirement allowance payable under this section 
shall be subject to subsection (0) hereof. 

Allowance for spouse of deceased member. If a member, 

who has ten or more years of credited service, dies on or 

after the effective date of this revised chapter (September 

1, 1966) while in the employ of the City, and leaves a 
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widow or widower, the widow or widower shall receive a 
retirement allowance equal to one-half of the members 
accrued retirement allowance computed according to 
subsection (k)(1) hereof in the same manner in all respects 
as if the member had retired the day preceding the date or 
his or her death, notwithstanding that he or she might not 
have satisfied the applicable provisions of subsection (1) 
hereof. However, the widow or widowers retirement 
allowance shall not be less than 20 percent of the 
member's final average compensation and shall be subject 
to subsection (0) hereof. No retirement allowance shall be 
paid or payable under this section on account of the death 
of a member if any retirement allowance is paid or payable 
under subsection (n) hereof on account of his or her death

(2) 


Generally. The employees’ savings fund, the pension 
accumulation fund and the retirement reserve fund are 
hereby established. Effective January 1, 1999, the health 
insurance fund is additionally established. The Board of 

Trustees may from time to time establish such other funds 

as shall be required for the proper operation of the 

retirement system. The funds shall be held and 
administered for the exclusive purpose of providing 
benefits to the members and their beneficiaries and 
defraying reasonable expenses of the retirement system 

The entire amount of all moneys paid into the fund shall 

constitute an irrevocable contribution by the City, and the 

City shall have no further rights or claims to said funds 

other than such amounts as remain in the funds upon the 

retirement system's termination because of erroneous 
actuarial computations after the satisfaction of all fixed and 
contingent obligations to the members and their 
beneficiaries. A balance due to an erroneous actuarial 
computation shall mean any surplus arising because 
actual requirements differed from expected requirements 
based on previous actuarial valuations of liabilities or 
determinations of costs of providing pension benefits 
under the retirement system in accordance with 
reasonable assumptions as to mortality, interest, etc., and 
correct procedures relating to the method of funding, all as 
made by the City upon and with the advice of an actuary. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, any contributions made by 

the City by a mistake of fact shall be returned to the City, 

upon its request, within one year after such contribution 
was made. 

Employees' savings fund. 

A. The employees’ savings fund shall be the fund in 
which shall be accumulated, at regular interest the 
contributions deducted from the compensations of 
members, and from which shall be made transfers 
and paid refunds of accumulated contributions as 
provided in this section 

B. The contributions of a member shall be calculated 
as a percentage of the member's compensation and 
paid into the system IN THE FOLLOWING 
PERCENTAGES as provided in this subsection

The Director of Finance or other officer responsible 
for making up the payroll shall cause the 
contributions to be deducted from the compensation 
of each member on each and every payroll, for each 
and every payrall period, from the date of his or her 
entrance in the system to the date his or her 
membership terminates 

The contributions provided in this subsection shall 
be made notwithstanding that the minimum 
compensation provided by law for any member shall 
be changed thereby. Every member shall be 
deemed to consent and agree to the deductions 
made and provided for in this subsection, and 
payment of his or her compensations less such 
deductions shall be a full and complete discharge 
and acquaintance of all claims and demands 
whatsoever for the services rendered by such 
person, except as to benefits provided under this 
chapter. When deducted, the contributions of each 
member shall be paid into the retirement system and 
shall be credited to his or her individual account in 
the employees’ savings fund. 

In addition to the contributions deducted from the 
compensations of a member, as hereinbefore 
provided, he or she shall deposit in the fund, by a 
single payment or by an increased rate of 
contribution as determined by the Board of Trustees, 
an amount equal to the amount he or she might 
have withdrawn therefrom, together with regular 
interest from the date of withdrawal to the date of 
repayment. In no case shall any member be given 
credit for service rendered prior to the date he or she 
withdrew his or her accumulated contributions until 
he or she repays to the fund all amounts due such 
fund by him or her. 

Upon the retirement of a member, his or her 
accumulated contributions shall be transferred from 
the employees’ savings fund to the retirement 
reserve fund. At the expiration of a period of five 
years from and after the date an employee ceases 
to be a member, any balance standing to his or her 
credit in the employees’ savings fund that is 
unclaimed by the member or his or her legal 
representative shall remain a part of the moneys of 
the retirement system and shall be transferred to the 
pension accumulation fund, if no retirement 
allowance will become payable by the retirement 
system on account of his or her City employment, 
The employer shall, for tax purposes, pick up the 
Fire members, Police Supervisory and Police 
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Nonsupervisory Department member contributions 
required by this section for all compensation earned 
after the later of the execution or effective date of 
this subsection (January 1, 1996). The contributions 
so picked up shall be treated as employer 
contributions in determining tax treatment under the 
United States Internal Revenue Code. The employer 
shall pick up the member contributions from funds 
established and available in the salaries account, 
which funds would otherwise have been designated 
as member contributions and paid to the retirement 
system. Member contributions picked up by the 
employer pursuant to this subsection shall be 
treated for all other purposes of this and other laws 
of the employer in the same manner and to the 
same extent as member contributions made prior to 
the effective date of this subsection. The member 
does not have the option of receiving the picked up 
member contributions in cash instead of having it 
paid into the retirement system 

Pension accumulation fund. The pension accumulation 
fund shall be the fund in which shall be accumulated 
reserves resulting from contributions provided by the City. 
Upon the basis of mortality tables and other tables of 
experience, and regular interest, as the Board of Trustees 
shall from time to time adopt, the actuary shall annually 
compute the retirement allowance reserve liabilities for 
retirement allowances being paid retirements and 
beneficiaries and covering service rendered and to be 
rendered by members. The liabilities so computed shall be 
financed by appropriations, to be made by Council 
determined according to this section. The board shall 
annually report to council the amount of contributions to be 
paid by the City to the retirement system during the 
ensuing fiscal year. When paid, the City's contributions 
shall be credited to the pension accumulation fund 

A. The City's appropriations for members’ current 
service shall be a percentage of their annual 
compensation which will produce an amount which if 
paid annually by the City during the members’ 
periods of future service would be sufficient, 
together with the future service portions of their 
accumulated contributions, to provide the retirement 
allowance reserves for the future service portions of 
the retirement allowances to be paid them 

B. The City's appropriations for members’ accrued 
service shall be a percentage of their annual 
compensation which will produce an amount which if 
paid annually by the City for a number of years, to 
be determined by the Board, would amortize, at 
regular interest, the unfunded retirement allowance 
reserves, if any, for the accrued service portions of 
the retirement allowances to be paid them 

C. The City's appropriations for retirement allowances 
being paid retiree and beneficiaries shall be a 
percentage of the annual compensations of 
members which will produce an amount which if paid 
annually by the City for a number of years, to be 
determined by the Board, would amortize, at regular 
interest, the unfunded retirement allowance 
reserves, if any, for the retirement allowances being 
paid retirees and beneficiaries 

General fund. The administrative expenses of the 

retirement system shall be paid by the City from its 

General Fund 

Retirement reserve fund. The retirement reserve fund shall 

be the fund from which shall be paid all retirement 

allowances payable as provided in this chapter. Should a 

disability retiree return to the employ of the City, his or her 

retirement allowance reserve, computed as of the date of 
his or her return, shall be transferred from the retirement 
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reserve fund to the employees’ savings fund and the 
pension accumulation fund in the same proportions as the 
retirement allowance reserve was originally transferred. 
The portion transferred to the employees’ savings fund 
shall be credited to the member's individual account 
therein. Each December 31, after receipt of the annual 
actuarial valuation, the balance in the retirement reserve 
fund shall be brought into balance with the actuarial 
present value of retirement allowances to be paid after 
December 31 to all retiree and beneficiaries in receipt of 
retirement allowances at December 31, by a transfer 
between the retirement reserve fund and the pension 
accumulation fund 
Health Insurance Fund. The health insurance fund shall be 
the fund for receiving contributions for post-retirement 
health insurance benefits. The initial balance as of January 
1, 1998, shall be $3,584,840.14, which amount is equal to 
the December 31, 1997, asset receivable allocated to 
health insurance advance funding from the City's general 
fund. City contributions, as specified in this paragraph, for 
post-retirement health insurance benefits, including dental 
insurance and Medicare reimbursement benefits, shall be 
credited to the health insurance fund. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of subsection 294.02(r)(8), the health insurance 
fund shall be credited investment income at a rate 
consistent with the method used to determine the actuarial 
value of assets in the annual actuarial report. Premiums or 
charges, as specified in this subsection, for post-retirement 
health insurance benefits, including dental insurance and 
Medicare reimbursement benefits, shall be paid from the 
health insurance fund 
A. Beginning July, 1 1999, the City's annual 
contribution to the health insurance fund may equal 
the sum of the actuarially computed normal cost for 
the year plus an amortization of the cumulative net 
actuarial gains and losses arising from the 
experience of active members on or after January 1, 
1998. Using an amortization period adopted by the 
board of trustees for this purpose. However, in no 
case shall the city’s annual contribution to the health 
insurance fund be less than 2.48 percent of active 
member payroll, and in no case shall the City's 
annual contribution to the health insurance fund 
exceed the limitation imposed by Internal Revenue 
Code section 401(h) and the regulations thereunder. 
The amount, if any, by which the contribution must 
be reduced, in order to comply with the limitation 
imposed by section 401(h), shall instead be 
contributed to a voluntary employee's beneficiary 
association established by the City for this purpose 
B. Beginning July 1, 1999, and each year thereafter, a 
portion of the premiums or charges for post- 
retirement health insurance benefits, including 
dental insurance and Medicare reimbursement 
benefits, shall be paid from the health insurance 
fund on behalf of eligible retiree and beneficiaries of 
the retirement system in accordance with the 
applicable collective bargaining agreements and 
personnel rules of the City. The portion of the 
premiums or charges that will be paid from the 
health insurance fund is a percentage of such 
premiums or charges paid on behalf of persons with 
retirement effective dates on or after January 1, 
1999. The percentage shall be four percent in the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1998, increasing four 
percent each year thereafter until it reaches 100 
percent. The amount of premiums or charges paid 
from the health insurance fund shall be reduced by 
the amount, if any, paid from a voluntary employee's 
beneficiary association established by the City for 
this purpose. Notwithstanding the method specified 
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in this subparagraph to compute the portion of the 
premiums of charges that are paid from the health 
insurance fund, the fund balance of the health 
insurance fund at any point in time is reserved to 
support the post-retirement health insurance 
benefits, including dental insurance and Medicare 
reimbursement benefits, of all eligible retiree and 
beneficiaries of the retirement system regardless of 
retirement effective date 

C. Notwithstanding the creation or maintenance within 
the retirement system of the health insurance fund, 
this section is not to be construed or deemed to 
have established or removed any benefits, financial 
or otherwise, subject to Article IX, Section 24 of the 
1963 Constitution of the State of Michigan. Nor shall 
the creation and maintenance of the health 
insurance fund preclude the City from giving 
consideration to and implementing cost containment 
measures as provided by law. Instead, the purpose 
of this section is to put in place a mechanism for the 
advance funding of post-retirement health insurance 
benefits for eligible retiree, and not, apart from the 
advance funding obligation, to grant additional rights 
or to take away any rights which eligible retiree may 
already have 

Investment of funds. 

A The Board of Trustees shall be the trustees of the 
funds of the retirement system and may invest and 
reinvest such funds as now or hereafter permitted by 
law. The Board may hold, purchase, sell, assign, 
transfer and dispose of any securities and 
investments in which any of the moneys of the 
retirement system have been invested, as well as 
the proceeds of such investments 

B. Except as otherwise provided in this chapter, no 
trustee or officer or employees of the retirement 
system shall have any direct or indirect interest in 
the gains or profits of any investments made by the 
Board. No such person, directly or indirectly, for 
himself or herself or as an agent or partner of others, 
shall borrow any of the moneys or deposits of the 
system or in any manner use such moneys or 
deposits, except to make such current and 
necessary payments as are authorized by the 
Board. No such person shall become an endorser or 
surety or become in any manner an obligor for any 
moneys loaned by or borrowed from the system 

Allowance of regular interest. The Board annually shall 
allow and credit regular interest on the mean balances in 
each of the funds of the retirement system for the 
preceding year; provided, however, that interest to be 
credited members’ individual balances in the employees’ 
savings fund shall be computed on the balances standing 
to their credit at the beginning of the calendar year and 
shall be credited at the end of the calendar year, the 
amounts so allowed and credited shall be paid from 
interest and other earnings on investments of the system 
Any additional amount necessary to allow regular interest, 
as provided in this system, shall be paid from the pension 
accumulation fund. AU interest, dividends and other 
income derived from the deposit and investment of 
moneys of the system not required for the allowance of 
regular interest, shall be credited to the pension 
accumulation fund 

Method of making payments. All payments from the funds 

of the retirement system shall be made according to 

provisions of the City Charter only upon regular City 
vouchers signed by two persons designated by the Board 
of Trustees. A duly attested copy of a resolution of the 

Board designating such persons, and bearing upon its face 

specimen signatures of such persons, shall be filed with 
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the City Treasurer as his or her authority to make 
payments upon such vouchers. No voucher shall be drawn 
unless it has been previously authorized by a specific or 
continuing resolution adopted by the Board 


Section 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of 
ordinances, resolutions or rules inconsistent with the provisions hereof 
are hereby repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this 
ordinance be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the 
part so declared to be invalid. 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day 
after enactment unless given immediate effect by City Council

WHEREAS, in 2015 the Greater Lansing Taxi Authority (GLTA) was 
created through the execution of a Municipal Partnership Act 
Agreement between the Cities of Lansing and East Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, the purpose of the GLTA was to establish and implement 
a uniform regulatory scheme for the licensing of taxicabs in the Greater 
Lansing Region; the parties defined private taxicab companies to 
include all businesses, companies, organizations or operations which 
own, operate or direct the operation of vehicles carrying persons for 
hire from places as the passenger may designate starting from within 
one of the corporate jurisdiction of the parties to this agreement, 
excluding motor vehicles used exclusively by hearses, funeral cars, 
ambulances, hotel buses, shuttles, sightseeing buses, motor coaches 
or motor buses; and 


WHEREAS, for purposes of this Agreement, the parties defined private 
taxicab drivers to include all persons transporting persons for hire 
starting from within one of the corporate jurisdictions of the parties to 
this agreement; and 


WHEREAS, the parties determined that uniformity in licensing and 
regulation of taxicab companies and taxicab drivers is desirable for the 
health, safety, and welfare of the public as well as desirable for the 
taxicab companies and taxicab drivers; and 


WHEREAS, under a new state law that became effective March 21, 
2017, Uber, Lyf and other rideshare businesses defined as 
transportation network companies (TNC) will now be regulated by the 
State of Michigan in the same manner as limousine and taxicab 
carriers according to the Limousine, Taxicab, and Transportation 
Network Company Act (PA 345). The authority to regulate these ride 
services is under the Michigan Department of Licensing and 
Regulatory Affairs (LARA) Corporations, Securities and Commercial 
Licensing Bureau (CSCL): and 


WHEREAS, the new state law authorizes the GLTA’s Articles of 
Incorporation to remain in effect for the next four years, however, it 
does not permit local governments to enforce ordinances that would 
effectively regulate the operation of taxi companies and TNCs, with 
limited exceptions; and 


WHEREAS, in light of these constraints, the GLTA would exist in name 
only and would have no underlying legal authority to enforce its rules 
and regulations, including background checks on drivers and safety

Section 1, That Chapter 622, Section 622.01(e) of the Codified

(a) Drug Paraphernalia Defined. 

(1) As used in this section, “drug paraphernalia" means all 
equipment, products and materials of any kind which are 
used, intended for use or designed for use in planting, 
propagating, cultivating, producing, processing, preparing, 
testing, analyzing, packaging, repackaging, storing, 
containing, concealing, injecting, ingesting, inhaling or 
otherwise introducing into the human body a controlled 
substance in violation of State or local law. It includes, but 
is not limited to: 

A. Blenders, bowls, containers, spoons and mixing 
devices used, intended for use or designed for use 
in compounding controlled substances; 

B. Capsules, balloons, envelopes and other containers 
used, intended for use or designed for use in 
packaging small quantities of controlled substances;

C. Containers and other objects used, intended for use 
or designed for use in storing or concealing 
controlled substances; 

D.  Diluents and adulterants, such as quinine 
hydrochloride, mannitol, mannite, dextrose and 
lactose, used, intended for use or designed for use 
in cutting controlled substances; 

E. Isomerization devices used, intended for use or 
designed for use in increasing the potency of any 
species of plant which is a controlled substance; 

F. Kits used, intended for use or designed for use in 
manufacturing, compounding, converting, producing, 
processing or preparing controlled substances; 

G. Kits used, intended for use or designed for use in 
planting, propagating, cultivating, growing or 
harvesting any species of plant which is a controlled 
substance or from which a controlled substance can 
be derived; 

H. — Objects used, intended for use or designed for use 
in ingesting, inhaling or otherwise introducing 
marijuana, cocaine, hashish or hashish cil into the 
human body, such as: 

|. Air-driven pipes; 

1. Bongs; 

Carburetion tubes and devices; 

Carburetor pipes: 

Chamber pipes; 

Chillums; 

Electric pipes; 

Ice pipes or chillers; 

Metal, wooden, acrylic, glass, stone, plastic or 

ceramic pipes, with or without screens, 

permanent screens, hashish heads or 
punctured metal bowls; 
Miniature cocaine spoons and cocaine vials; 
10. Roach clips, meaning objects used to hold 
burning materials, such as marijuana 
cigarettes, that have become too small or too 
short to be held in the hand; 

11. Smoking and carburetion masks; and 

12. Water pipes; 

J. Scales and balances used, intended for use or 
designed for use in weighing or measuring 
controlled substances; 

K. Separation gins and sifters used, intended for use or 
designed for use in removing twigs and seeds from, 
or otherwise cleaning or refining, marijuana; and 

L. Testing equipment used, intended for use or 
designed for use in identifying or in analyzing the 
strength, effectiveness or purity of controlled 
substances. 

In determining whether an object is "drug paraphernalia," a 

court or other authority shall consider, in addition to all 

other logically relevant factors, the following 

A. Statements by an owner or by anyone in control of 
the object concerning its use; 

B. Prior convictions, if any, of an owner or of anyone in 
control of the object, under any State or Federal law 
relating to controlled substances; 

C. The proximity of the object, in time and space, to a 

direct violation of State law; 

The proximity of the object to controlled substances; 

The existence of any residue of controlled 

substances on the object; 

F. Direct or circumstantial evidence of the intent of an 
owner, or of anyone in control of the object to deliver 
it to persons whom he or she knows intends to use 
the object to facilitate a violation of State or local 
law. The innocence of an owner or of anyone in 
control of the object, as to a direct violation of State 
law, shall not prevent a finding that the object is 
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intended for use or designed for use as drug 
paraphernalia 

Instruction, oral or written, provided with the object 
concerning its use; 

Descriptive materials accompanying the object 
which explain or depict its use; 

National and local advertising concerning its use; 

J. The manner in which the object is displayed for sale; 

K. — Whether the owner or anyone in control of the object 
is a legitimate supplier of like or related items to the 
community, such as a licensed distributor of or 
dealer in tobacco products; 

L. Direct or circumstantial evidence of the ratio of sales 
of the object to the total sales of the business 
enterprise; 

M. The existence and scope of legitimate uses for the 
object in the community; and 

N. Expert testimony concerning its use 

Possession. No person shall use, or possess with intent to use, 
drug paraphernalia to plant, propagate, cultivate, grow, harvest, 
manufacture, compound, convert, produce, process, prepare, 
test, analyze, pack, repack, store, contain, conceal, inject, ingest, 
inhale or otherwise introduce into the human body a controlled 
substance in violation of State or local law 

Manufacture, Delivery or Sale. No person shall deliver, sell, 
process with intent to deliver or sell, or manufacture with intent to 
deliver or sell, drug paraphernalia, knowing that it will be used to 
plant, convert, produce, process, prepare, test, analyze, pack, 
repack, store, contain, conceal, inject, ingest, inhale or otherwise 
introduce into the human body a controlled substance in violation 
of State law. 

Advertisement. No person shall place in any newspaper, 
magazine, handbill, sign, poster or other publication, any 
advertisement, knowing that the purpose of the advertisement, in 
whole or in part, is to promote the sale of objects designed or 
intended for use as drug paraphernalia 

Exceptions. This section shall not apply to manufacturers, 
wholesalers, jobbers, licensed medical _ technicians, 
technologists, nurses, hospitals, research teaching institutions, 
clinical laboratories, medical doctors, osteopathic physicians, 
dentists, chiropodists, veterinarians, pharmacists and embalmers 
in the normal legal course of their respective business or 
profession, nor to persons suffering from diabetes, asthma or 
any other medical condition requiring self-injection.; NOR 
INCLUDE DRUG PARAPHERNALIA SOLD, OFFERED FOR 
SALE, OR GIVEN AWAY BY A FEDERAL, STATE OR LOCAL

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Title 6 of the Planning and Zoning Code, Part 12 
of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and are 
hereby amended as follows:

1240.03. - Definitions. 

As used in this Zoning Code, unless otherwise provided 

butting. "Abutting" means having a lot line which, at not less 
than one point, touches another property line 

Accessory structure. "Accessory structure" means a structure 
which is used exclusively for an accessory use 

Accessory use. "Accessory use” means a use which meets all of 
the following criteria 

A. tis clearly incidental to the principal use 


B. It is customarily found in connection with the principal use 
C. _ Itis subordinate to the principal use. 
D. Its located on the same lot as the principal use, except as 


otherwise permitted in this Zoning Code 
Adjacent. "Adjacent" means the status of being contiguous to or 
abutting. In the case of two lots, "adjacent" means both of the 
following: 
A. The first lot is directly across a public right-of-way from the 
second lot 
Such public right-of-way is less than 100 feet in width. 
alley "Alley" means any dedicated public right-of-way affording a 
secondary means of access to abutting property and not intended for 
general traffic circulation 
Ambulatory health care facility. See "Clinic." 
Animal hospital. "Animal hospital” means a structure or lot where 
animals are given medical or surgical care or treatment 
Applicant. "Applicant" means a person having a legal, equitable 
or leasehold interest in a lt, or a representative of such person, who is 
making a request pursuant to this Zoning Code. 
Architectural features. "Architectural features" means cornices, 
eaves, gutters, belt courses, sills, lintels, bay windows, chimneys and 
decorative ornaments 
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Arterial, minor. "Minor arterial" means a minor arterial as defined 
in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended 

Arterial, principal. "Principal arterial" means a principal arterial as 
defined in the Comprehensive Plan, as amended 

Auditorium. "Auditorium" means a structure intended to present 
any entertainment, including, but not limited to, a play, musical 
entertainment or lecture. 

Auditorium, school. "School auditorium" means an enclosure 
within a school intended to present any entertainment, including, but 
not limited to, a play, theater, musical entertainment or lecture 

Automobile service station. See "Motor vehicle service station." 

Basement or cellar. "Basement" or "cellar" means that portion of 
a structure between floor and ceiling which is partly below and partly 
above grade. A basement is so located that the vertical distance from 
grade to the floor below is less than the vertical distance from grade to 
ceiling. A cellar is that portion of a structure between floor and ceiling 
which is wholly or partly below grade and so located that the vertical 
distance from grade to the floor below is equal to or greater than the 
vertical distance from grade to ceiling. 

Bedroom. "Bedroom" means a room within a dwelling unit which 
meets the following criteria 

‘A. tis intended to be used, or is used, for sleeping purposes 

B, It contains a floor area of not less than 70 square feet 

C. _ Itis not the only room in the dwelling unit (i.e. an efficiency 

dwelling unit) 
Space and occupancy standards for a bedroom shall be as mandated 
by the Housing Code of the City, being Chapter 1460 of these Codified 
Ordinances. 

Beneficial user. "Beneficial user" means a person actually using 
a lot or structure with the permission of the person having a legal, 
equitable or leasehold interest in the lot 

Berm. "Berm" means an earthen mound designed to separate 
one area from another. 

Block face. "Block face" means the cumulative property on one 
side of a street exhibiting one of the following characteristics 

A. The property lying between two intersecting streets or 

public rights-of-way; 

B, The property lying between an intersecting street and 

railroad right-of-way, river or stream; or 

C. The property lying between a public right-of-way, railroad 

right-of-way, river or stream and the corporate boundaries 
of the City. 

Boarding or lodging house. "Boarding or lodging house" means a 
structure, other than a hotel, where, for compensation, and by 
prearrangement for definite periods, lodging or meals, or both, are 
provided for at least three but not more than 20 persons. 

Buffer. "Buffer" means a land area that separates one land use 
from another. Such area may be landscaped and may also contain a 
berm, fence or other screening material 

Building. "Building" means an independent structure having a 
roof supported by columns or walls, intended and/or used for shelter or 
enclosure of persons or chattels. When any portion of a structure is 
completely separated from every other part by division walls from the 
ground up, and without openings, each portion of such structure shall 
be deemed a separate structure. This refers to both temporary and 
permanent structures, and includes tents, sheds, garages, stables, 
greenhouses or other accessory structures. A building does not include 
such structures with interior areas not normally accessible for human 
use, such as gas holders, tanks, smoke stacks, grain elevators, coal 
bunkers, oil cracking towers or similar structures 

Building Code. "Building Code" means Titles Two and Four of 
Part Fourteen - the Building and Housing Code - of these Codified 
Ordinances. 

Building height. "Building height" means the vertical distance 
from the grade at the front of a structure to the highest point of the 
coping of a flat roof; the average height between the eaves and a ridge 
or to the deckline of a mansard roof; or the average height between the 
plate and ridge of a gable, hip or gambrel roof. 

Business. "Business" means an office, commercial or industrial 
use entered into for the purpose of financial gain, earning a livelihood 
or improving a person's economic conditions and desires. 
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Canopy. "Canopy" means an omamental or rooflike structure 
which is fastened to a structure and used for protection 

Carport. "Carport" means an accessory structure used primarily 
to shelter private motor vehicles. A carport is attached to the principal 
structure and is completely open on not less than two sides. 

CAS number . "CAS number" or "chemical abstract service 
number" means a unique number for every chemical established by a 
Columbus, Ohio organization which indexes information published in 
"chemical abstracts" by the American Chemical Society. It is used 
(among other purposes) in maintaining chemical inventories used by 
DEQ for regulatory purposes, by firefighters for firefighter right to know 
purposes and by public service departments responsible for 
discharges into stormwater or municipal sewer systems 

Child care facility. "Child care facility" means a facility receiving 
more than 12 preschool or school-aged children and providing care 
where parents or guardians are not immediately available to the 
children for 

A. Periods of less than 24 hours a day; or 

B. Not less than two consecutive weeks, regardless of the 

number of hours of care per day. 

The facility is generally described as a child care center, day care 
center, day nursery, nursery school, parent cooperative preschool, play 
group or drop-in center. "Child care facility" does not include preschool 
or school-age children in classes at a church for a temporary period of 
time of not more than three hours per day for an indefinite number of 
days, or over three hours but not more than eight hours per day for a 
number of days not to exceed four weeks, during a calendar year or in 
a facility operated by a religious organization where they are cared for, 
for not more than three hours while persons responsible for them are 
attending religious services 

Church. "Church" means a structure used to conduct a religious 
service, including, but not limited to, the usual accessory structures 
and uses, such as convents, rectories, parsonages, monasteries, 
gymnasiums and church halls 

Clinic. "Clinic" means a structure where medical or dental care is 
furnished to persons on an out-patient basis by more than three 
doctors or dentists 

Common way. "Common way" means a commonly shared or 
used pedestrian or vehicular way that connects or serves two or more 
properties 

Comparison retail store. "Comparison retail store" means a retail 
store which is not a convenience retail store. 

Comprehensive Plan. "Comprehensive Plan" means a master 
plan described by Section 6 of Public Act 285 of 1931, as amended, 
being M.C.LA. 125.36 

Conformed copy. "Conformed copy" means an exact duplicate of 
an original 

Construction. “Construction” means the putting together of 
materials to build a new structure or to restore, reconstruct, extend, 
enlarge or repair an existing structure. This definition does not apply to 
Chapter 1288 

Construction, start of. "Start of construction" means the first 
placement of permanent construction of a structure, other than a 
mobile home, on a site, such as the pouring of slabs or footings or any 
work beyond the stage of excavation. "Permanent construction" does 
not include land preparation, such as clearing, grading and filling; the 
installation of streets and/or walkways; excavation for a basement, 
cellar, footings, piers or foundations or for the erection of temporary 
forms; or the installation on the property of accessory structures, such 
as garages or sheds, not occupied as dwelling units or part of the main 
structure 
For a structure, other than a mobile home, without a basement, cellar 
or poured footings, "start of construction" includes the first permanent 
framing or assembly of the structure or any part thereof on its piling or 
foundation 
For premanufactured homes, "start of construction" mecns the affixing 
of the premanufactured home to its permanent site. For mobile homes 
within mobile home parks or mobile home subdivisions, "start of 
construction" is the date on which the construction of facilities for 
servicing the site on which the mobile home is to be affixed, including, 
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at a minimum, the construction of streets, either final site grading or the 
pouring of concrete pads and the installation of utilities is completed 

Contiguous. "Contiguous" means abutting 

Convalescent care home. "Convalescent care home" means a 
nursing care facility, other than a hospital, that provides organized 
nursing care and medical treatment to seven or more unrelated 
individuals suffering or recovering from illness, injury or infirmity 
County medical facilities shall be deemed convalescent care homes for 
the purpose of this Zoning Code 

Convenience retail store. "Convenience retail store" means an 
establishment which primarily serves the surrounding neighborhood 
and includes, but is not limited to, the following 

A. Limited service food store; 

Drug store; 

Hardware store; 

Barber and/or beauty shops; 
Laundry or cleaners pickup; 
Watch and shoe repair; 
Jewelry store; 

Florist; 

Gift shop; 

Book store; 

Clothing store; 
Photographer; 

Tailor; and 

Bakery whose products are sold only on the premises 

Core area. "Core area" means that portion of a structure with 
one or more rooms directly accessible to one another, including a 
bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms are arranged, 
designed or used as living quarters for one family. A core area shall be 
measured from the interior faces of the exterior walls. 

Cumulative. "Cumulative" means increasing or enlarging by 
successive addition through all points in time 

Damaged. "Damaged" means an item that still functions as it 
was intended, but is missing parts or has parts that have suffered 
some degree of destruction 

Days. "Days" means calendar days, unless otherwise stated 

Density, gross. "Gross density" means a figure which equals the 
total number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number of 
acres included in the lot 

Density, net. "Net density" means a figure which equals the total 
number of dwelling units on a lot divided by the total number of acres 
included in the lot, excluding any lot area owned by a governmental 
entity, used as a private street or occupied by a nonresidential use 

Deteriorated. "Deteriorated" means an item which still functions 
as it was intended, but is missing parts or requires substantial 
maintenance 

Dimensional provision. “Dimensional provision" means one or 
more of the following: 

Lot area requirements; 
Front yard requirements; 
Side yard requirements; 
Rear yard requirements; 
Parking requirements; or 
Height restrictions. 

District zoning. "District zoning" means an area within which 
certain uses of land and structures are permitted and certain others are 
prohibited, yards and other open spaces are required and lot areas, 
structure height limits and other requirements are established, all of the 
foregoing being identical for the zone in which they apply. 

Duplex. See "Dwelling, two-family." 

Dwelling, multiple. "Multiple dwelling" means a structure or 
portion of a structure which contains three or more dwelling units 

Dwelling, one-family. "One-family dwelling” means a structure 
designed and/or used exclusively for residential purposes for one 
family only and containing one dwelling unit. 

Dwelling, two-family. "Two-family dwelling" means an attached or 
semidetached structure used for residential occupancy by two families 
living independently of each other. Such dwelling is also known as a 
"duplex dwelling." 
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Dwelling unit. "Dwelling unit" means a structure or a portion of a 
structure on a permanent foundation with one or more rooms, including 
a bathroom and complete kitchen facilities, which rooms are arranged, 
designed or used as living quarters for one family. "Dwelling unit" 
includes a structure constructed on-site, a mobile home not located in 
a mobile home park, a premanufactured unit, a precut structure or a 
panelized structure, whether erected above and/or below ground, 
which complies with the following standards: 

A. It shall conform with the minimum residential lot 
dimensional requirements for the district in which it is 
located 

B. On lots 40 feet or greater in width, it shall contain a core 
area of living space of at least 24 feet by 24 feet in size 
and shall have a minimum internal height of seven and 
one-half feet. For single-family dwellings on lots less than 
40 feet in width in A, A-1, B and C Residential Districts, it 
shall contain a core area of living space of at least 20 feet 
by 20 feet in size and shall have a minimum internal height 
of seven and one-haif feet. 

C. _ Itis firmly attached to a permanent foundation constructed 
on the site in accordance with the Building Code of the 
City and has a wall of the same perimeter dimensions as 
the structure which is constructed of such materials and 
type as required in the Building Code. If the structure is a 
mobile home not located in a mobile home park, it shall be 
installed pursuant to the manufacturer's set-up 
instructions, shall be secured to the premises by an 
anchoring system or device complying with all State and 
Federal rules and regulations governing the same and 
shall have a perimeter w!l as required in this paragraph 
which is aesthetically compatible in design and 
appearance with conventionally on-site constructed 
homes. 

D. If it is not a structure constructed on site, it shall be 
aesthetically compatible in design and appearance with 
conventionally on-site constructed homes. For purposes of 
compatibility, all structures shall: 

1. Have not less than two exterior doors with one door 
being in front of the structure and the other being in 
either the rear or on the side of the structure; 

2. Have permanently attached steps connected to 
exterior door areas or porches connected to exterior 
door areas where required by a difference in 
elevation; 

3. Have siding firmly affixed to the exterior walls of the 
structure constructed of conventional materials such 
as wood, vinyl, aluminum or brick; 

4. Have a shingled roof constructed of conventional 
material, which roof is permanently attached to the 
structure and has a minimum 3:12 pitch and an 
overhang of at least one foot; and 

5. Not have wheels, towing _ mechanisms, 
undercarriages or chassis that are visible from the 
outside of the structure. 

This paragraph shall not be construed to prohibit 

innovative design concepts involving such matters as solar 

energy, view, unique land contour or architectural design 

Dwelling unit, efficiency. “Efficiency dwelling unit" means a 

dwelling unit of not more than one room in addition to a kitchen and 
bathroom 

Educational facility. "Educational facility" means a public or 

private institution or a separate school or department of a school, and 
includes an academy, college, elementary or secondary school, 
extension course, kindergarten, local school system, university or a 
business, nursing, professional, secretarial, technical or vocational 
school, and includes an agent of an educational institution 

Emergency services facility. "Emergency services facility" 

includes, but is not limited to, public or private civil defense, ambulance 
or fire service 

Excavation. "Excavation" means any breaking of ground, except 

for agricultural purposes, ground care and landscaping

Extension. "Extension" means an addition to the floor area of an 
existing structure, an increase in the intensity of a use, an enlargement 
of land area utilized by a specific use or an increase in the activity of a 
use. 

Fair market value. "Fair market value" means an estimate of the 
actual worth of a lot, structure or combination thereof, which estimate 
is made by a licensed real estate broker experienced and qualified in 
the appraisal of real estate using appropriate appraisal techniques 

Family. "Family" means any one of the following (see also 
“family, functional" hereof) 

A. An individual; 

B. An individual or two or more persons related by blood, 
marriage or adoption, together with not more than two 
other persons as roomers; or 

C. Two or more persons related by blood, marriage or 
adoption, with not more than two other unrelated persons 
as roomers 

Family day care home. "Family day care home" means a facility 
receiving six or less preschool or school-aged children for care for less 
than 24 hours a day, where the parents or guardians are not 
immediately available to the children. "Family day care home" includes 
a facility receiving six or less preschool or school-aged children and 
which provides care for not less than two consecutive weeks, 
regardless of the number of hours of care per day 

Family, functional. "Functional family" means a group of persons, 
which group does not meet the definition of "family" in paragraph (56) 
hereof, living in a dwelling unit as a single housekeeping unit and 
intending to live together as a group for the indefinite future 
"Functional family" does not include a fraternity, sorority, club, hotel or 
other group of persons whose association is temporary or commercial 
in nature 

Fence. “Fence” means a fence as defined by Section 
1290.01(e) 

Filling. "Filling" means the permanent depositing or dumping of 
any matter onto or into the ground, except for agricultural purposes, 
ground care or landscaping. 

Floor area. "Floor area" means the sum of the horizontal areas of 
each story of a structure measured from the exterior faces of the 
exterior walls. 

Floor area, usable. "Usable floor area" means, for the purpose of 
computing parking, that area used for or intended to be used for the 
sale of merchandise or services, or for use to serve patrons, clients or 
customers. Such floor area which is used or intended to be used for 
hallways, stairways, elevator shafts, utility or sanitary facilities or the 
storage or processing of merchandise shall be excluded from this 
computation of "usable floor area." Measurement of usable floor area 
shall be the sum of the horizontal areas of each story of a structure 
measured from the interior faces of the exterior walls. Usable floor area 
is illustrated in Appendix | following the text of this Zoning Code 

Funeral home. "Funeral home" means a structure used and 
occupied by a professional licensed mottician for burial preparation 
and funeral services. 

Garage. "Garage" means an accessory structure for the storage 
of motor vehicles 

Garage, private. "Private garage" means an accessory structure 
which is used primarily for the parking of private motor vehicles 
operated as accessory uses. A private garage has access through an 
overhead door and has a hard-surfaced driveway leading to the 
structure from a property line 

Garage, public. "Public garage" means any garage other than a 
private garage 

GARDEN MEANS A SPACE USED FOR GROWING OF 
PLANTS FOR HUMAN CONSUMPTION, INCLUDING BERRIES, 
HERBS, VEGETABLES, SEEDS, OR OTHER SiMILAR PRODUCTS 
INCORPORATED INTO, AND USED AS FOOD AND FLOWERS, BUT 
NOT INCLUDING PLANTS GROWN FOR COMMERCIAL SALE OR 
PURPOSES. GARDENS THAT ARE ACCESSORY TO A PRIMARY 
PERMITTED USE ARE ALLOWED BY RIGHT IN ALL RESIDENTIAL 
DISTRICTS. GARDENS THAT ARE THE PRIMARY USE OF A LOT 
ARE PERMITTED IN ALL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS, SUBJECT TO 
COMPLIANCE WITH ALL APPLICABLE STANDARDS OF THE 
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LANSING ZONING ORDINANCES AND SIGN ORDINANCE, 
INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO SETBACK, BUILDING HEIGHT, 
PLACEMENT AND LOT COVERAGE, LANDSCAPE, SCREENING 
AND BUFFERING AND SIGN RESTRICTIONS; AND ALSO SUBJECT 
TO ALL OTHER APPLICABLE STATE LAWS AND CITY 
ORDINANCES, INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO NOISE AND 
OTHER NUISANCES AS DEFINED BY CITY ORDINANCE, EXCEPT 
THAT VEGETATION AS DESCRIBED IN A DEFINED GARDEN MAY 
EXCEED 8” IN HEIGHT. NOTHING HEREIN SHALL BE 
CONSTRUED TO PERMIT ACTIVITIES OR STRUCTURES 
PROHIBITED BY THE MICHIGAN MEDICAL MARIHUANA ACT, MCL 
333.26421 ET SEQ OR THE MICHIGAN MEDICAL MARIHUANA 
FACILITIES LICENSING ACT, MCL 333. 27101 ET SEQ 

GARDEN STRUCTURE MEANS A STRUCTURE USED FOR 
THE PURPOSE OF ENCLOSING A GARDEN, INCLUDING THE 
INCIDENTAL USE AND STORAGE OF GARDENING IMPLEMENTS, 
MACHINERY, EQUIPMENT AND APPURTENANCES USED IN THE 
ONSITE GARDENING ACTIVITIES. GARDEN STRUCTURES ARE 
PERMITTED IN ALL RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS, SUBJECT TO 
COMPLIANCE WITH SETBACK, LOT COVERAGE, BUILDING 
HEIGHT AND ALL OTHER APPLICABLE REQUIREMENTS OF THE 
ZONING ORDINANCE AND BUILDING CODES. NOTHING HEREIN 
SHALL BE CONSTRUED TO PERMIT ACTIVITIES OR 
STRUCTURES PROHIBITED BY THE MICHIGAN MEDICAL 
MARIHUANA ACT, MCL 333.26421 ET SEQ OR THE MICHIGAN 
MEDICAL MARIHUANA FACILITIES LICENSING ACT, MCL 333 
27101 ET SEQ 

GARDENING MEANS THE GROWING OF A GARDEN OR THE 
ACT OF WORKING IN A GARDEN, 

Golf course. "Golf course” means a comparatively large, 
unobstructed acreage involving enough room over which to walk or 
ride, point to point, over a generally prescribed course, and to strive to 
send a ball long distances with variable accuracy, all without 
unreasonably endangering other players or intruding upon them 

Governmental entity. "Governmental entity" means the Federal 
Government, this State or any of its instrumentalities; a County, City, 
Township, Village, school district, community college district or 
community hospital district; any agency authorized to exercise a 
governmental function in a limited geographical area or other political 
subdivision; any instrumentality of one or more of such units; or any of 
such units and one or more other States or political subdivision of such 
States 

Grade. "Grade" means the lowest point of elevation within the 
area between the exterior surface of the structure and the property 
line. If the property line is more than five feet from the exterior surface 
of the structure, "grade" means the lowest point of elevation between 
the exterior surface of the structure and a line five feet from the exterior 
surface of the structure. 

Greenhouse, commercial. "Commercial greenhouse" means a 
glass or less than opaque enclosure which exceeds 150 square feet in 
floor area and is designed or used for the cultivation or protection of 
plants; or a glassed enclosure, regardless of size, designed or used for 
the cultivation or protection of plants for commercial purposes. 

Group day care home. "Group day care home" means a private 
home receiving more than six and not more than 12 preschool or 
school age children for care for: 

A. Periods less than 24 hours a day where parents or 

guardians are not immediately available to the children; or 

B. Not less than tvo consecutive weeks, regardless of the 

number of hours of care per day. 

Haul road. "Haul road" means a private road utilized by trucks, 
tractors or other similar vehicles to haul materials to and/or from a 
construction site, borrow pit or landfill 

Health maintenance organization (HMO). "Health maintenance 
organization" means a health facility or agency that 

A. _ Delivers health maintenance services to enrollees, under 

the terms of a health maintenance contract, directly or 
through arrangements with affiliated providers; and 

B. Is responsible for the availability, accessibility and quality 

of the health maintenance services provided 
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Home occupation. "Home occupation" means a business 
conducted in a dwelling unit by a person of legal or equitable interest in 
the dwelling unit 

Hospital. "Hospital" means a health facility offering in-patient, 
overnight care and services for observation, diagnosis and active 
treatment of human patients with a medical, surgical, obstetric, chronic 
or rehabilitative condition requiring the daily direction or supervision of 
a physician 

Hotel. "Hotel" means a structure or part of a structure with a 
common entrance or entrances, in which dwelling units are used 
primarily for transient occupancy and in which one or more of the 
following services are offered 

A. Maid service; 

B. Telephone, secretarial or desk service; 

C. Furnishing of linen; and 

D. —_Bellboy service 
A hotel may include a restaurant or cocktail lounge, public banquet 
hall, ballroom or meeting room and may further include a guest room 
and suite of rooms for extended occupancy. 

Intensity of use. "Intensity of use" means the amount of activity 
associated with a specific use. Intensity of use shall be determined by 
the Department of Planning and Municipal Development based on the 
following criteria 

A. Amount of vehicular traffic generated; 

Amount of pedestrian traffic generated; 

Noise, odor and air pollution generated; 

Potential for litter or debris; 

Type and storage of materials connected with the use; 
Total residential units and density if residential; and 

Total structure coverage and structure height on the 
parcel 

Junk, "Junk" means any of the following products which are 
stored in the open and which are damaged or deteriorated or are in 
such a condition that the product cannot be used for the purpose for 
which it was manufactured 
Motor vehicles; 

Machinery: 

Appliances; 

Merchandise with missing parts; 

Scrap metal; and 

Scrap materials, including, but not limited to, rags, paper 
or building materials. 

Junkyard. "Junkyard" means a lot used to store or process junk 

Kennel. "Kennel" means the keeping on a lot for commercial 
purposes of four or more dogs, cats or other household pets which are 
more than six months old. Keeping includes, but is not limited to, 
boarding, breeding or training 

Loading space or area. "Loading space or area" means an off- 
street space on the same lot with a structure or group of structures for 
the temporary parking of a commercial vehicle while loading and 
unloading merchandise or materials, and having direct and 
unobstructed access to a public street or alley. "Unobstructed" does 
not preclude the use of security devices. 

Lot. "Lot" means a parcel of land consisting of one or more lots 
of record occupied or intended to be occupied by a principal structure 
or use and any accessory structure or by any other use or activity 
permitted on the parcel of land. "Lot" includes the open spaces and 
yards required under this Zoning Code and has its frontage on a public 
street or road either dedicated to the public or designated on a 
recorded subdivision plat. Corner, interior and through lots are 
illustrated in Appendix || following the text of this Zoning Code and are 
described as follows 

A. "Corner lot" means a lot where the interior angle of two 

adjacent sides at the intersection of two streets is less than 
135 degrees. A lot abutting upon a curved street is a 
comer lot if the radius of the arc is less than 150 feet and 
the tangents to the curve at the two points where the lot 
lines meet the curve or the straight street line extended 
form an interior angle of less than 135 degrees. 

B. "Interior lot" means a lot other than a comer lot 
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C. "Through lot" means an interior lot having frontage on two 
more or less parallel streets 

Lot area. "Lot area" means the total horizontal area within the lot 
lines of the lot 

Lot coverage. "Lot coverage" means the part or percentage of lot 
area occupied by structures and hard-surfaced parking areas. 

Lot depth. "Lot depth" means the horizontal distance between 
front and rear lot lines, measured along the median between the side 
lot lines 

Lot line, front. "Front lot line" means that line separating a lot 
from the right-of-way line of a street 

Lot line, rear. "Rear lot line" means a lot line which is opposite 
the front lot line. In the case of a corner lot, the rear lot line may be 
opposite either front lot line, but there shall be only one rear lot line. In 
the case of a lot converging toward the rear, the rear lot line shall be 
an imaginary line parallel to the front lot line, not less than ten feet long 
and wholly within the lot 

Lot line, side. "Side lot line" means any lot line not a front lot line 
or a rear lot line 

Lot lines. "Lot lines" means the lines bounding a lot. 

Le! of record. "Lot of record” means a parcel of land which is part 
of a subdivision, the dimension and configuration of which has been 
recorded on a map in the office of the Register of Deeds for the 
appropriate county, or a parcel described by metes and bounds in any 
instrument of conveyance recorded at the County Register of Deeds. 

Lot width. "Lot width" means the horizontal distance from one 
side lot line to the opposite lot line. 

Maintenance of structure. "Maintenance of structure" means to 
keep up, to keep from change, to preserve, to hold or keep in any 
particular state or condition or to support what has already been 
brought into existence 

Mobile home. "Mobile home" means a structure, transportable in 
one or more sections, which is built on a chassis and designed to be 
used as a dwelling without a permanent foundation, when connected to 
the required utilities, and includes the plumbing, heating, air 
conditioning and electrical systems contained in the structure. "Mobile 
home" includes a manufactured home, but does not include a trailer. 

Mobile home park. "Mobile home park" means a parcel or tract of 
land under the control of a person upon which three or more mobile 
homes are located on a continual nonrecreational basis and which is 
offered to the public for that purpose, regardless of whether a charge is 
made therefor, together with any structure, building, enclosure, street, 
equipment or facility used or intended for use incidental to the 
occupancy of a mobile home, and which is not intended for use as a 
temporary trailer park 

Motel. "Motel" means a series of attached, semidetached or 
detached rental units containing a bedroom and a bathroom. A motel 
shall provide for overnight lodging which is offered to the public for 
compensation and shall cater primarily to the public traveling by motor 
vehicle 

Motor vehicle repair station. "Motor vehicle repair station" means 
any lot on which minor repairs, described in paragraph (96) hereof, are 
performed and, in addition, any of the following are performed 
bumping, painting, replacement of body parts, engine repair other than 
normal tuneup repair, engine replacement, replacement of 
transmission or internal transmission parts or repair remaking 

Motor vehicle service station. "Motor vehicle service station" 
means any lot used for supplying gasoline, oil and minor accessories 
at retail directly to the customer and which performs minor repairs. 
"Minor repairs" means: engine tune up, alternator or generator 
replacement, rustproofing, battery replacement, fan belt replacement, 
radiator hose replacement, radiator repair or replacement, tire repair or 
replacement, wheel balancing, muffler and exhaust system 
replacement or front end alignment. 

Nonconformity. "Nonconformity" means a use, structure or lot 
which does not conform with a use or dimensional provision or any 
combination of a use or dimensional provision of this Zoning Code, but 
which use, structure or land was lawfully established prior to the 
effectiveness date of such use or dimensional provision 

Nonresidential use. "Nonresidential use" means any use not a 
residential use 
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Nursery. "Nursery" means any land used to raise trees, shrubs, 
flowers and other plants for sale or for transplanting 

Nursing home. See "Convalescent care home." 

Occupant. "Occupant" means a person who takes or enters upon 
possession of a lot 

Off-street parking facility. "Off-street parking facility" means an 
off-street parking surface lot or an off-street parking structure. 

Off-street parking structure. “Off-street parking structure" means 
a structure which provides for vehicular parking spaces, along with 
drives and aisles for maneuvering, so as to provide access for 
entrance and exit for the parking of two or more vehicles. 

Off-street parking surface lot. "Off-street parking surface lot" 
means the use of an area for vehicular parking spaces, along with 
drives and aisles for maneuvering, so as to provide access for 
entrance and exit for the parking of more than two vehicles on the 
surface of a lot. 

Office. "Office" means a structure in which a person transacts his 
or her business or carries on his or her stated occupation 

Open space. "Open space" means that ground area, and the 
space above such ground area, which is unimpeded from the ground 
to the sky by any structure, except that the area may be used for 
landscaping, GARDENING or recreational purposes such as 
swimming, shuffieboard, tennis or similar uses. Parking lots and 
storage areas for vehicles and material shall not be considered as 
open space 

Open storage. "Open storage" means any of the following items 
which are stored in the open and which are inoperable, damaged 
and/or deteriorated in such a condition that any such item cannot be 
used for the purpose for which it was manufactured, or is not 
reasonably associated with the principal use of the lot itself, including, 
but not limited to: 


Motor vehicle parts; and 
Other materials, including, but not limited to, metal, pipes, 
rags, papers or building materials. 

Outdoor play space. “Outdoor play space" means that outside 
area on a lot reserved at a day care or group day care home for 
outside exercise, large motor skill development and play space of 
children. 

Panelized structure. "Panelized structure" means a structure 
consisting of preconstructed two-dimensional units for walls, roofs and 
floors, which may include structural framing, windows, doors, exterior 
finishes, interior wall finishes, installed wiring, plumbing and insulation, 
which is brought on-site and erected thereon on a permanent 
foundation 

Parking space. "Parking space" means an area of defined length 
and width for the parking of motor vehicles. Such area shall be 
exclusive of drives, aisles or entrances giving access thereto. 

Peak hour parking demand. "Peak hour parking demand” means 
the number of parking spaces required during the highest intensity of 
use. 


A. Motor vehicles;

Perimeter line or boundary line. "Perimeter line" or "boundary 
line" means the exterior limits of a lot 

Person. "Person" means an individual, agent, association, 
corporation, partnership, sole proprietorship, joint apprenticeship 
committee, joint stock company, labor organization, legal 
representative, mutual company, receiver, trust, trustee in bankruptcy, 
unincorporated organization, personal representative of an estate, the 
State, a political subdivision of the State, an agency of the State or any 
other legal or commercial entity. 

Planned development. "Planned development" means an office, 
commercial or industrial complex developed as a single entity by one 
person, which complex contains more than one structure on a lot, not 
including accessory structures. 

Planned neighborhood convenience retail center. “Planned 
neighborhood convenience retail center" means a building or group of 
buildings on a single lot two acres or more in size and designed to 
provide commercial services to a residential neighborhood 
"Residential neighborhood" means the land area (within a one-half mile 
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radius of the proposed planned neighborhood convenience retail 
center) which is developed with at least 70 percent residential uses 

Planned residential development. “Planned _ residential 
development" means a lot on which all the following conditions apply 

A. Ifthe lot is zoned DM-1, the lot is more than six acres in 
size; if the lot is zoned DM-2, the lot is more than four 
acres in size; if the lot is zoned DM-3, the lot is more than 
three acres in size; and if the lot is zoned DM-4, the lot is 
more than two acres in size. 

B, The lot has more than one structure on it which is used for 
residential purposes. 

C. The lot is planned and developed as an integral unit in a 
single development operation according to the 
requirements of Chapter 1280. 

Plot plan. "Plot plan" means a diagram depicting the existing and 
proposed structures, lot lines, setbacks, parking areas and the location 
of any known wells 

Porch, enclosed. "Enclosed porch” means a covered entrance to 
a structure which is surrounded on all sides by glass, screen, wood, 
brick, plastic or other materials permitted by the Building Code. 

Porch, open. "Open porch" means a porch that is not enclosed. 

Premanufactured unit. "Premanufactured unit” means an 
assembly of materials or products intended to comprise all or part of a 
building or structure, and that is assembled at other than the final 
location of the unit of the building or structure by a repetitive process 
under circumstances intended to ensure uniformity of quality and 
material content 

Principal use. "Principal use" means the primary, major, main, 
leading, outstanding or chief use which a lot serves or is intended to 
serve 

Probate. "Probate" means the period of probate, as defined in 
Public Act 642 of 1978, as amended, being M.C.L.A. 700.1 et seq 

Public utility. "Public utility" means electric light and power 
companies, whether private, public, corporate or cooperative; gas 
companies; water, telephone, telegraph, oil, gas and pipeline 
companies; motor carriers; and all public transportation and 
communication agencies other than railroads and railroad companies 

Reconstruction. "Reconstruction" means the act of rebuilding a 
structure to meet the standards of the Building Code or Housing Code. 

Recreational facility. "Recreational facility" means a structure or 
open space which provides activities, including, but not limited to, 
swimming, racquet sports, exercise and fitness rooms or areas and 
gymnasiums

decay, injury, dilapidation or partial destruction 

Residential care facility. "Residential care facility" means a 
governmental or nongovernmental establishment having as its 
principal function foster care for more than six persons.

"Storage" means the holding or safekeeping of goods to 
await the happening of some future event or contingency which will call 
for the removal of the goods 

Storage yard. "Storage yard," in an A Residential District to a G- 
1 Business District, means a lot used for the holding of any type of 
product, which product is not reasonably associated with the principal 
use itself. "Storage yard," in a G-2 Wholesale District, H Light Industrial 
District or | Heavy Industrial District, means a lot used for the holding, 
inthe open, of any type of product, subject tothe following concitions 

The product is not junk, unless the junk is associated with 
the normal functioning of the principal use 

B. The lot is not used as a salvage yard 

C. The product is not normally used in the functioning of the 

principal use 

Street. "Street" means a public thoroughfare, avenue, road, 
highway, boulevard, parkway, way, drive, lane or court which affords 
the principal means of access to abutting property 

Street, local. "Local street" means a local street as defined in the 
Comprehensive Plan, as amended. 

Street, private. "Private street" means a street which is not 
public 

Structural alteration. "Structural alteration" means any change in 
the supporting members of a building, such as bearing walls, columns, 
beams or girders, or any substantial changes in the roof and exterior 
walls 

Structure. "Structure" means that which is built or constructed, 
an edifice or building of any kind or any piece of work artificially built up 
or composed of parts joined together in some definite manner. 

Structure, minor. "Minor structure" means a structure having a 
replacement cost of not more than $5,000.00 

Structure, temporary. "Temporary structure" means a structure 
which is located on a lot for less than one year, or, if the structure is 
connected with a construction activity on a lot, until the construction 
activity is completed. 

Substitution. "Substitution" means to put in place of another. 

Temporary use. "Temporary use" means any use that is not 
permitted as a principal use, accessory use or a conditional use in a 
Zoning district, and which is limited in its duration. 

Townhouse. "Townhouse" means a group of dwellings having 
common party walls with each other and normally having a basement 
No dwelling in a townhouse is located above or below another 
dwelling 

Trailer. "Trailer" means a vehicle standing on wheels or rigid 
supports which is used for temporary living or sleeping purposes. 
"Trailer" includes a recreational vehicle 

Trailer camp. “Trailer camp" means a tract of land used or 
designed for the use of two or more trailers as a temporary residence. 

Tree. "Tree" means a usually tall, woody plant characterized by a 
single trunk with a two.inch diameter measured at the time the 
development plan is submitted and measured three feet from the base 
of the tree, and which is on the recommended tree list maintained by 
the City Forester 

Use. "Use" means: 

A. Any purpose for which a structure or lot may be designed, 

arranged, intended, maintained or occupied; or 
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B. Any activity, occupation, business or operation carried on

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(8) Reversion of zoning. If approved development and/or use 
of the rezoned land does not occur within the time frame

WHEREAS, Consensus exists among the world's leading climate 
scientists that global warming caused by emissions of greenhouse 
gases from human activities is among the most significant problems 
facing the world today; and 


WHEREAS, The Paris Agreement resulted in a commitment from 
almost every nation to take action and enact programs to limit global 
temperature increase to less than 2 degrees Celsius, with an 
expectation that this goal would be reduced to 1.5 degrees in the 
future; and 


WHEREAS, President Donald Trump's announcement that he intends 
to withdraw the United States from the Paris climate accord—which the 
United States formally joined in September, 2016— greatly 
undermines the global effort to engage with and address the crucial 
issue of climate change; and 


WHEREAS, The fact of climate change has not been affected by the 
President's announcement, and the lack of leadership at the federal 
level underscores the crucial role of local governance and leadership in 
addressing and alleviating the costly, dangerous and unjust effects of 
climate change; and 


WHEREAS, Documented impacts of global warming include but are 
not limited to increased occurrences of extreme weather events (e.g 
droughts and floods), adverse impacts on ecosystems, demographic 
patterns and economic value chains; and 


WHEREAS, The United States Environmental Protection Agency 
reported in August 2016 that most of Michigan has warmed two to 
three degrees Fahrenheit in the last century, that heavy rain events are 
more frequent, that ice cover on the Great Lakes is decreasing, and 
that future climate change is expected to result in continued increases 
in both temperatures and the frequency of flooding events, which 
threatens the population of the entire state, including The City of 
Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, Climate change represents a significant and emerging 
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threat to public health, in the form of increased air pollution and 
dangerous natural disasters, greater risk of disease, and changed 
distributions of vector-borne diseases; and 


WHEREAS, People who are already particularly vulnerable—such as 
the elderly, children, communities of color, and low-income 
communities—will bear an increased and disproportionate burden of 
the negative health and economic impacts of climate change; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing is committed to working to counter climate 
change, and is joined in this commitment by a global coalition of local, 
state and national governments, and by community and business 
leaders; and 


WHEREAS, Lansing has joined other US Cities in the Climate Mayors 
network, including the mayors of Ann Arbor, Detroit, Flint, Traverse 
City, and other Michigan cities, to battle climate change by adopting 
and supporting the goals outlined in the Paris agreement; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED THAT THE CITY OF LANSING 


1. Indicates its commitment to reduce Greenhouse Gas (GHG) 
emissions by researching and adopting a Climate Action Plan by 
then end of 2017; and 

2. Commits to explore potential benefits and costs of policies and 
programs that promote the long-term goal of reducing GHG 
emissions while maximizing economic and social co-benefits of 
such action; and 

3. Encourages the Ingham County Board of Commissioners and the 
State of Michigan to adopt a similar plan to uphold the Paris 
Agreement and combat climate change; and 

4. Opposes the president's denial of climate change and reckless 
withdrawal from the Paris Climate Agreement, thereby

Section 1. That Chapter 1442 — Signs, Section 1442.15 — Window 
Signs; permitted Zoning Districts, of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan by and is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Window signs are permitted in office, commercial, wholesale and 
industrial zoning districts 

(a) SIZE. WINDOW SIGNS SHALL NOT EXCEED 20

BE SEEN FROM THE EXTERIOR OF THE BUILDING. ALL 
MOUNTING HARDWARE AND EQUIPMENT SHALL BE

(b) EXCEPTIONS. BUILDINGS THAT ARE USED FOR A 
PUBLIC PURPOSE AND ARE OWNED OR ENTIRELY OCCUPIED 
BY THE UNITED STATES FEDERAL GOVERNMENT, STATE OF 
MICHIGAN OR THE CITY OF LANSING AND ANY OF ITS 
AGENCIES, DEPARTMENTS OR INSTRUMENTALITIES ARE 
EXEMPT FROM THE DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
CHAPTER. THE DIRECTOR OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PLANNING 
AND NEIGHBORHOOD DEVELOPMENT SHALL HAVE SOLE 
AUTHORITY TO APPROVE OR DENY SIGNS FOR ENTITIES

ORDINANCE NO. 1216 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND CHAPTER 830, SECTION 830.06 OF THE LANSING 
CODIFIED ORDINANCES, PROVIDING. CRITERIA FOR 
REVOCATION OR OBJECTION TO TRANSFER, ISSUANCE OR 
RENEWAL OF LICENSES TO PERMIT THE SALE OF BEER AND 
WINE AND/OR SPIRITS ON PREMISES. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. That Section 830.06 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as 
follows 


830.06. Criteria for revocation or objection to transfer, issuance or 
renewal. 

Upon determination of the existence of any one or more of 
the following elements or grounds, the City may recommend 
revocation of an already existing license or object to the transfer, 
issuance or renewal of a license: 

(a) A person whose license, under this chapter or any State law, 
has been revoked for cause in the three years preceding the date 
of application for a new license or transfer or an existing license: 
(b) A person who, at the time of application or renewal of any 
license already issued under this chapter, would not be eligible for 
such license upon a first application, as determined by any State 
or local law; 

(c) A copartnership, unless all of the members of such 
copartnership qualify to obtain a license. A limited partnership 
shall not be disqualified from being issued or holding a license, as 
long as all general partners are qualified to obtain such a license; 
(d) A corporation if any officer, manager or director thereof, or a 
stock owner or stockholders owning in the aggregate more than 
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five percent (5%) of the stock of such corporation, would not be 
eligible to receive a license under this chapter for any reason; 

(E) Aperson who has been convicted of a violation of any Federal 
or State law concerning the manufacture, possession or sale of 
alcoholic liquor or a controlled substance, where such violation 
occurred on the licensed premises; 

(Fg) Any premises where there exists a violation of any applicable 
City building,

We have repeatedly criticized the Administration for dropping 
things in our lap at the last minute and being asked to make 
a decision.

This reminds me of some of the tricks that have been played 
across the street at the Capitol when legislation was 
introduced in the moming and passed that night, with no 
transparency. 


As we have come to grips with the issue of Medical 
Marihuana and its regulation, we have repeatedly heard that 
other communities across the State are watching us.

Congress to address the issue; and

business executives — from Apple, Facebook, Microsoft, Amazon and

[RESOLUTION 2017-244 
BY COUNCIL MEMBERS BROWN CLARKE, DUNBAR, HOUGHTON, 
HUSSAIN, SPIT ZLEY, WASHINGTON, WOOD AND YORKO. 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, Rev. Sater visited Lansing, Michigan in January of 1911, 
again in 1915, and off and on in the spring of 1917. He found 
Scandinavian Lutherans were holding church services in their homes 
Lansing had a great number of Scandinavian people, so the 
Conference (Augustana) decided to start a mission field. The first 
Swedish service by an Augustana Lutheran pastor was held at Central 
Methodist Church on October 28, 1917; and 


WHEREAS, Rev. Sater accepted the call from the Augustana 
Conference and began work as the resident pastor in August of 1918 
Pastor Sater had no car. He walked or rode a bicycle. Sunday morning 
services were held in the Seventh Day Adventist Church or at the 
Maccabees Hall; weekday services were held in the homes, many 
times with worshipers sitting on planks on boxes. Services were 
spoken in Swedish or Norwegian; and 


WHEREAS five lots, located at the corner of North Logan and West 
Lapeer Streets, were purchased for $6,000.00. Basement excavation 
began October 16, 1922. On August 12, 1923 the cornerstone was 
laid; and 


WHEREAS, Pastor Sater retired In 1930 at the age of 75,. Pastor Kron 
served from 1930 - 1937. The third pastor was Amos T. Lundquist who 
served from 1938 - 1942, while he was pastor, the name of the church 
was changed to Grace Lutheran Church. With Pastor Lundquist, the 
church parsonage was finally built by church members during the 
summer of 1938 at 1017 West Lapeer. Pastor Lundquist served Grace 
Church for 4 years and left to enlist as a chaplain in the Navy. John E. 
Johnson was called to be the fourth resident pastor. John E. Johnson 
had changed his name and returned to Grace Lutheran as Pastor John 
E. Breck on August 12, 1944. He served until 1959. 


WHEREAS, with the help of a 100 foot boom crane used to support the 
trusses, the new sanctuary construction was completed by October 15, 
1949. The sanctuary was dedicated on Palm Sunday April 2, 1950 
after worshiping in the basement for 27 years; and 


WHERAS, in 1955 the church was able to burn the mortgage on the 
sanctuary and approved an $85,000.00 Parish Center addition to 
provide Sunday School classrooms, nursery, administrative offices, 
library-classroom, organization room, choir rehearsal room, storage 
and restroom facilities. Groundbreaking for the new center was held on 
May 22, 1955. And by May 6, 1956, the dedication for the new parish 
center was held; and 


WHEREAS , Pastor C. Oscar Leonardson arrived in 1960 and served 
until 1970. In January, 1961, the Church hosted the newly elected 40th 
state governor John B. Swainson at a 7:30 AM service before he and 
his family attended inauguration festivities later in the day. Also 
attending that service was G. Mennon “Soapy” Williams, outgoing 
governor; and 


WHEREAS, April 13, 1969, Grace Church issued a call for an assistant 
pastor. Larry Foster, was ordained May 20th and began serving on 
July 1, 1969 as an assistant pastor. Larry entered the ministry after a 
career with the Detroit Tigers; and 


WHEREAS, Pastor Alan W. Kamens was called to the Church on 
February 8, 1976. Grace Lutheran members and friends have 
remained busy and involved from the late 1970's to successfully 
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preserve the neighborhood from a highway development that would 
have displaced many families and divided the community. They also 
started a tutoring program for neighborhood children in the mid 1980's 
Grace supports a summer day camp for church and community youth 
for one week each summer. Themes have included studying people 
and cultures from Scandinavian countries and Australia. Participants 
also are involved in art activities, field trips and swimming events. Each 
day closes with a meal; and 


WHEREAS, Pastor Dan - or "Dan" - came to Michigan and to Grace 
Lutheran in 2005 from northern Illinois and currently serves as Pastor; 
and 


WHEREAS, Grace Lutheran Church was and remains an active 
participant in the Greater Lansing Housing Coalition and Habitat for 
Humanity, serving the neighborhood of the church by participating in 
building or rehabilitating existing homes for a lease to purchase 
program serving lower income families. 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council wishes 
to congratulate Grace Lutheran Church on their 100th Anniversary and 
for their years of service to the Lansing community. We thank them for 
vision in serving our community with worship, tutoring classes, 
personal needs closet, outreach with Greater Lansing Food Bank, 
Greater Lansing Housing Coalition, community garden, North West 
Initiative and opening your doors to a number of community 
organization. As Christ so build His church on the solid rock may this 
church continue to thrive with the blood of Jesus Christ

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN TO 
AMEND SECTION 206.05 OF THE CITY OF LANSING CODIFIED 
ORDINANCES TO PROVIDE FOR SOLE SOURCE PROCUREMENT 
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OF SUPPLIES, SERVICES, OR CONSTRUCTION ITEMS AND 
SETTING THE CRITERIA FOR SUCH PROCUREMENT 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


SECTION ONE: Section 206.05 of Part 2, Title 2, Chapter 206 of the 
City of Lansing Codified Ordinances is amended to read as follows: 


206.05. - Sole source procurement. 


(A) A contract for supplies, services or construction items may be 
awarded by the Mayor or Director, whoever is applicable, without 
competitive sealed bids when the Director, HAVING 
PERFORMED A WRITTEN ANALYSIS WITH FINDINGS 
PURSUANT TO TH'S SECTION, determines, after conducting a 
good faith review of available sources AND APPLYING THE 
CRITERIA SET FORTH IN Section 206.05 (C), that there is only 
one source for supplying the requested supply, service or 
construction item AND NO OTHER REASONABLE 
ALTERNATIVE SOURCE EXISTS. The Director, along with a 
representative from the requesting using agency, shall conduct 
negotiations as appropriate. The written documentation shall be 
available for public inspection in the Finance Department. 


(B) The sole source procurement shall be made at the lowest 
obtainable price and the Mayor OR DIRECTOR shall submit a 
WRITTEN report, INCLUDING THE ANALYSIS AND FINDINGS 
REQUIRED IN SECTION 206.05, WITHIN THIRTY DAYS FROM 
THE DATE the transaction is CONSUMMATED, to the City Clerk 
and CITY Council identifying sole source procurement contracts 
equal to or in excess of $15,000.00 awarded by the City, the 
name of the firm(S) involved, and the prices the contracts were 
awarded for. 


(C) THE CRITERIA TO BE FOLLOWED BY THE DIRECTOR IN 
DETERMINING THAT THERE IS ONLY ONE SOURCE FOR 
SUPPLYING THE REQUESTED SUPPLY, SERVICE, OR 
CONSTRUCTION ITEM ARE: 


(1) SPECIAL FEATURES ARE REQUIRED; OR 

(2) SPECIAL MARKET CONDITIONS EXIST; OR 

(3) SPECIAL SERVICES OR FACILITIES ARE REQUIRED; OR 

(4) THE SOURCE IS UNIQUE OR SPECIAL IN NATURE; OR 

(5) THE SOURCE IS LIMITED OR PROPRIETARY; OR 

(6) SALES TERRITORIES OR PRODUCT AVAILABILITY WITHIN 
LIMITED GEOGRAPHICAL BOUNDARIES REQUIRE SOLE 
SOURCE PROCUREMENT; OR 

(7) WHERE STANDARDIZATION OR COMPATIBILITY IS THE 
OVERRIDING CONSIDERATION AND SUCH 
COMPATABILITY OR STANDARDIZATION CAN ONLY BE 
ACHIEVED THROUGH THE PURCHASE OR USE OF A 
UNIQUE PRODUCT; OR 


(8) WHERE A PRODUCT OR SERVICE IS SPECIFICALLY 
IDENTIFIED AS PART OF A GRANT AWARD. 


(D) THIS SECTION IS SUBJECT TO SECTION 206.17., 
UNAUTHORIZED PURCHASES. 


SECTION 2. All ordinances, resolutions or rules, parts of ordinances, 
resolutions or rules, inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby 
repealed in their entirety and shall be void and of no effect. 


SECTION 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this Ordinance be 
declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
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ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof, other than the part declared 
to be invalid. 


SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall take effect on the 30” day after 
enactment unless given immediate effect by the City Council

NUISANCE 


WHEREAS the use of narcotic drugs oxycodone, hydrocodone, 
methadone, fentanyl, codeine and others (hereinafter Opioids") has 
become a national epidemic of addiction and abuse in the United 
States that has led to carnage and destruction, including the loss of 
‘over 33,000 lives annually, the destruction of countless families and 
homes, and the incarceration of hundreds of thousands of addicts who 
have turned to crime in order to support their addictions; and 


WHEREAS the State of Michigan has been particularly impacted by 
this national epidemic and is the 10th leading state in the country in 
2016 for Opioid usage as measured by per capita prescription 
utilization according to the U.S Center for Disease Control ("CDC") 
Annual Surveillance Report of Drug Related Risks and Outcomes; and 


WHEREAS the City of Lansing has been uniquely and 
disproportionately impacted by the scourge of Opioid addiction, with 
the Ingham County Health Department identifying three geographic 
areas within the City as “hot spots” with particularly high levels of 
opioid addiction requiring elevated levels of emergency response to 
Opioid overdoses; and 


WHEREAS Lansing emergency responders have administered 
Narcan, a drug used for the treatment of Opioid overdoses, an 
alarming 243 times between January 1, 2016 and December 15, 2016 
alone, and the City has regrettably had to respond to an Opioid 
overdose on a nearly daily basis (and sometimes several overdoses 
per day) in 2017; and 


WHEREAS the Lansing Police Department estimates that the Opioid 
epidemic has led to increased enforcement costs of $748,995.75 in the 
last three years, and the Lansing Fire Department estimates that in the 
last year they have directly incurred costs amounting to $107, 775; and 


WHEREAS the Lansing City Council has heard additional 
presentations and testimony from officials within the Lansing Police 
Department and Fire Department, which are incorporated by reference

WHEREAS the epidemic of Opioid abuse as stated herein and in the 
testimony and presentation of city officials, and as experienced on a 
daily basis by the citizenry of the City of Lansing, establishes that the

WHEREAS the manufacturers of Opioids know, or should know, that 
the overprescribing of Opioids, as encouraged by the manufacturers’ 
deceptive and irresponsible marketing and distribution conduct, has led 
to the Opioid epidemic as described in this resolution and as witnessed 
on a daily basis by the emergency responders, law enforcement 
personnel, emergency room treaters, incarceration officers, substance 
abuse counselors, family members and victims of the addicted; and 


WHEREAS the wholesale distributors of Opioids know, or should 
know, that the irresponsible distribution of Opioid products has 
contributed to the illegal diversion of Opioid product and has similarly 
led to the Opioid epidemic as described in this resolution and as 
witnessed on a daily basis by the emergency responders, law 
enforcement personnel, emergency room treaters, incarceration 
officers, substance abuse counselors, family members and victims of 
the addicted; and 


WHEREAS the conduct of the manufacturers and wholesale 
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distributors, as described herein, is proscribed by the common law of 
public nuisance as well as by federal and Michigan law governing 
deceptive conduct, marketing and distribution of narcotics 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Lansing City Council 
hereby declares that the continued conduct of manufacturers and 
wholesale distributors of Opioid products as it relates to their 
irresponsible marketing and distribution of such products has materially 
contributed to the Opioid epidemic which is, and if left unabated, will 
continue to be, a PUBLIC NUISANCE that needlessly destroys the 
lives of countless individuals and their families, the neighborhoods in 
which they live and conduct their activity, and is a continual threat to

WHEREAS, HIV has killed tens of thousands of Americans, and 


WHEREAS, an estimated 1.2 million Americans are living with the 
disease today, and 


WHEREAS, Ingham County has the second highest HIV rate per 
100,000 residents outside of Metro Detroit, and 


WHEREAS, across the state of Michigan and in Ingham county, the 
virus is disproportionately impacting certain groups of people, including 
young black men who have sex with men, young Latino men who have 
sex with men, and women of color, and 


WHEREAS, science has determined that antibody testing for HIV is a 
key step in identifying and addressing the ongoing epidemic, and 


WHEREAS, science has determined that when a person is HIV 
positive and on medicine, they are incapable of sexually transmitting

WHEREAS, the federal government has approved a once a day drug 
that has proven to be as much as 99 percent effective in preventing a 
person from acquiring HIV, and

access to prevention drugs for those who test HIV-negative can end 
the spread of HIV within a decade, and

RESOLUTION OBJECTING TO THE TRANSFER OF ALL UNSOLD 
TAX REVERTED PROPERTIES FROM THE INGHAM COUNTY 
TREASURER TO THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, Public Act 123 of 1999, hereinafter referred to as the 
“Act,” established an expedited process whereby property on which 
taxes have not been paid could be sold for unpaid taxes; and 


WHEREAS, the Act creates a series of stages through which a 
property on which the taxes have not been paid must pass before that 
property can be sold; and 


WHEREAS, the Act allowed each county in the State of Michigan to 
decide whether its treasurer or the State of Michigan would act as the 
governmental entity responsible for overseeing the stages through 
which a property on which the taxes have not been paid must pass 
before the property is sold; and 


WHEREAS, the Act refers to the governmental entity responsible for 
overseeing the stages through which a property on which the taxes 
have not been paid must pass before the property is sold as the 
foreclosing governmental unit; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to a concurring resolution of the County Board of 
Commissioners, the Treasurer of Ingham, (hereinafter referred to as 
the “Treasurer’), is the foreclosing governmental unit under the Act 
with authority to take all actions, judicial or otherwise, required under 
the Act in order to sell property on which the taxes have not been paid 
in Ingham County; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to the Act fee simple title to a property on which 
the Treasurer has foreclosed vest in the Treasurer effective on the 
March 31% immediately succeeding the hearing for uncontested cases 
or 10 days after the conclusion of the hearing for contested cases; and 


WHEREAS, the Act prescribes how the Treasurer is to dispose of 
property obtained by foreclosure; and 


WHEREAS, the Act requires that the Treasurer give a list to the Clerk 
of the City of Lansing which list shall contain all the property in that city 
‘on which the Treasurer has foreclosed that has not been sold prior to. 
December 1 of the year in which it is foreclosed upon; and 


WHEREAS, unless the City of Lansing objects in writing, the Act 
requires the Treasurer to transfer to that city fee simple title to the 
property on that list; and 


WHEREAS, the City has received from the Treasurer a list of property 
that may be transferred to it if it does not object; and 
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WHEREAS, the City of Lansing does not wish to obtain from the 
Treasurer any property upon which the Treasurer has foreclosed but 
not sold because of the cost of maintaining such property will exceed 
any benefit that will be obtained.

number or type of marihuana facilities, or both (ji) the municipality 
authorizes the temporary operation of the applicant. A resolution may 
be adopted by a municipality that authorizes the clerk of the 
municipality or his or her designee to sign the attestation form in 
subdivision (b) of this subrule”; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing wishes to authorize the City Clerk, or 
his designee, to sign the attestation form in subdivision (b) of the 
above referenced subrule for currently operating Medical Marihuana 
Provisioning Centers that have submitted complete applications,

WHEREAS, the applicant must also apply for a state operating license 
no later than February 15, 2018, per the Emergency Rules;
